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Suspects questioned in office shotgun slaying 


Police arc questioning several suspects 


In Friday's shotgun slaying of a Wheel- 
ing Township man In the office of Glen- 
briar Realty, 215 S. Elmhunt Rd., Pros- 
pect Heights, a Sheriffs investigator said 
Sunday. 


Gene Ravcnscraft, 28, of 1024 Wheeling 


Rd., was found dead about 8:45 a.m. Fri- 
day by real estate eoworkcr Harley Daw- 


dy, 618 Elmhurst Hd., Des Plaines, po- 
lice said. 


Ravenscraft was shot In the le.'t side of 


the face between 7 p.m. Thursday and 
8:45 a.m. Friday, police said. Raven- 
scraft wo.-, found at a desk with a pen 
still held In his hand. 


Police said they found no signs of 


forced entry to the building and no signs 


of a struggle in the office. The murder 
weapon has not been found. 


POLICE SAID the desk where Raven- 


scraft was found was located in a trailer 
attached to the main Glenbrlar Realty 
office. They added that it was unknown 
how far away from Ravenscraft the kill- 
er was when the shot was fired, but it 
could have been no farther than the 


width of the trailer. 


Although police have several suspects 


in mind, the investigator said he could 
not predict when an arrest might be 
made. Several teams of sheriff's detec- 
tives worked throughout the weekend on 
the shooting, he said. 


No motive has been found either, lie 


said. 


Dawdy told Mount Prospect police, 
who were called to the scene first Fri- 
day, that Ravenscraft may have worked 
late at the office Thursday night. 


Ravenscraft was pronounced dead on 


arrival at 12:40 p.m. at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital in Arlington Heights. He 
is survived by a wife and two children.

Whipple suspended ior year, may lose license 
State board says 4no child abuse' occurred at Dwyer

Tho State Teacher Certification Board 


found Saturday that child abuse did not 
occur at Dwycr School when It was un- 
der the direction of psychologist John 
Whipple — but ruled that Whipple should 
not be allowed to work as a psychologist 
in Illinois schools. 


Tho apparently contradictory ruling 


was based on the certification board's 
findings that Whipple acted as on admin- 
istrator at the school at the direction of 
John Wlghtmnn, director of special edu- 
cation for the Northwest Education Coop- 
erative, but did not have the adminis- 
trative certificate required by law for 
school administrators In Illinois. 


The certification board also unani- 


mously voted to ask the state school 
superintendent to investigate the oper- 
ations of NEC, the cooperative- when 
runs Dwyer, a school for emotionally dis- 
turbed children, and othe* (pedal educa- 
tion programs in the Northwest suburbs, 
with particular attention to the coopera- 
live'u personnel policies. 


THE KEY FINDINGS in the decision 


on Whipple, Including the recommenda-

tion that the state school superintendent 
revoke John Whlpple's school psy- 
chologist certificate, came in 5-to-2 votes, 
with the two school administrators on the' 
board voting In Whlpple's favor and the 
teacher-union members voting against 
him. 


Paul Rettberg, Whipple's attorney, 


said he was "stunned" by the decision, 
and will file an appeal in Circuit Court 
within two weeks. 


Whipple was charged by County 


Schools Supt. Richard Martwick and a 
group of former teachers at the school 
with allowing child abuse, Including ex- 
cessive paddling of children and that he 
had abused an emotionally disturbed 
child by leading him through the halls on 
a dog leash. In their ruling the certifica- 
tion board found "insufficient evidence" 
to' support any of the child-abuse 
charges. 


Martwick and the teachers also had 


charged, however, that Whipple had un- 
fairly evaluated teachers and acted as a 
school administrator without the proper 
certification. The board found that those 
two charges were true. 


All but one of the teachers making the 


charges against Whipple received unfa- 
vorable evaluations from him. In several 
of the cases, Whipple recommended that 
the teachers not continue working in the 
program. 


IN MAKING the decision, the certifica- 


tion board specified that Whipple acted 
as an administrator at Dwyer with "dele- 
gated authority," thus apparently reject- 
Ing a charge by Martwick that he 
"usurped" the administrative job at 


Dwyer. Wightman, Whlpple's boss, had 
told the board he did not even ask about 
Whipple's certification when he assigned 
him to head Dwyer. 


The 
board's action means that 


Whipple's certificate Is now suspended 
for one year and that the state superin- 
tendent will be asked to revoke it. How- 
ever; once Rettberg files an appeal in the 
case, the'action of the board will be de- 
layed until a court case is completed. 


In closing arguments before the board 


Friday, Rettberg said the board should 
revoke Whipple's certificate "only If 
John Whipple is the menace and child 
abuser the county (Martwick) tried to 
picture him as." 


However, Rettberg argued that if the 


board ruled against Whipple because he 
acted without an administrative certifi- 
cate. "You will be putting a hell of a lot 
cf teachers or administrators whose 
roles or job descriptions aren't clear in 
jeopardy of losing their certificates." 


OFFICIALS FROM Martwlck's office 


told the board, however, that the board 
should act against Whipple for acting as 
an administrator without the proper cer- 


tificate "if the laws on certification and 
the rules and regulations of the certifica- 
tion board arc to have any meaning." 


Edith Freund, chairman of the NEC 


governing board, said she was not too 
surprised by the board's verdict because 
the union teachers on the board "voted 
according to their ideology." She said, 
"This was a 5-to-2 vote (between union 
members and administrators) on the 
way schools should be run and had noth- 
ing to do with John Whipple." 


Mrs. Freund said the NEC board will 


move slowly in deciding what action to 
take on Whipple, adding, "We'll be ju- 
dicious about the whole thing and try to 
minimize the effects of the verdict as 
much as possible." 


Mrs. Freund pledged cooperation with 


the investigation of NEC requested by 
the certification board. And she said, "I 
think it's important that we were com- 
pletely exonerated on the child-abuse 
charge — the point Mr. Martwick was 
hitting the hardest" 


Officials from Martwlck's office had no 


immediate comment on the decision, but 
indicated that Martwick will make a 
statement today on the case.

Ford begins Asian trip in Japan

President Gerald Ford arrived In the 


Far East this morning, beginning what 
he called "a quest for peace" while talk- 
inn with the leaders of strong economic 
and military powers on the far side of 
tha worldr 


Ford stopped In Anchorage, Alaska on 


..his way to his first stop, Japan, and 
chosn'to use his brief visit there to cm- 
phnslzc his willingness to travel abroad 
"In seaich of pence" but also to reaffirm 
that tho United States will remain a 
strong military power. 


Ford will meet with Japanese leaders 


first and then visit South Korea and fi- 
nally the Siberian city of Vladivostok 
where he will meet for tho first time with 
Soviet Premier Leonid Brezhnev. 


In two full days of meetings scheduled 


with the Soviet leader, Ford is expected 
to talk on such 'subjects as strategic 
nrms limitations and renewed tensions in 
the Middle East. 
- 


Ford will, mark several firsts In his 


odcsscy to'Asia, among them his own 
first visit abroad as president, tho first 
American President to sot foot on Japan 
and the first meeting with a Soviet head 
of state In the Far East. 


The entire travel schedule emphasizes 


work sessions rather than ceremonious 
occasions. 


Yet Ford's itinerary was greeted' by 


criticism from several quarters as he de- 
parted the country. 


• In Tokyo, an estimated 37,000 leftists 


-Sunday staged the largest demonstration 
thus far against the Ford visit. The turn- 
out fell short of the 100,000 demonstrators 
called out and the rally was relatively 
peaceful.

Israelis attack refugee camp

Israeli gunboats yesterday attacked 


one of Lebanon's biggest Palestinian ref- 
ugee camps In a bombardment near the' 
ancient Mediterranean port of Tyre, 
Lebanese army and Palestinian guerrilla 
spokesmen said. 


The army said the attack against Al 


Rashldlyoh refugee camp involved two 
Israeli gunboats that slipped into Leba- 
nese territorial waters. A guerrilla 
spokesman sold eight- Israeli boats 
opened fire at the camp and neighboring 
woods. 


The army spokesman said Lebanese 


troops opened up with mortars and tank 
cannon against the Israeli raiders. 


The- guerrilla spokesman said the 


"forces of the Palestinian revolution" 
took part In fighting off the gunboats. 


Israeli helicopters flew over the camp 


as it came under fire from the sea, the 
guerrilla spokesman said. 


Al Rashidlyeh Is one of Lebanon's larg- 


est refugee camps and houses about 
30,000 Palestinians. It has been'the tar- 
pet of previous attacks by the Israelis. 
The newsmen said there were several 
casualties in the attack. 


In Tel Aviv, Israel said it will maintain 


its state of alert on the Golan Heights 
cease-fire line at least until the Novl 30 
deadline for extension of the U.N. peace- 
keeping mandate.

Class-action suit

A class-action suit on behalf of resi-

cker taxes levied In municipalities 
throughout the county. The wheel tax 
ranges from $10 to $15 for most cars and 
goes as high as $95 foi heavy trucks. 


The tax, which was approved by the 


Cool: County Board in 1971, .was upheld 
by the Illinois Supreme Court on an ap- 
peal alter a Circuit Court Judged ruled in 
1972 that the lax was unconstitutional. 


The -U.S Supreme Court has refused 


to hear the case' and the ruling of the 
state high court thus is the final deci- 
sion. 


DONALD KRKGER, the attorney rep- 


resenting the tax 'challengers' said the 
latest suit'ls an attempt to have wheel 
tax money that was collected before the 


1972 litigation returned to residents who 
paid it because the ordinance was not 
enforced'while the court action was pro- 
ceeding. 


Kreger said because the tax was not 


collected during litigation, persons who 
paid the fee before the original suit was 
fi'cd should have the funds returned to 
them. 


A hearing on the suit will be conducted 


Tuesday at 2 p.m. before Judge Thomas 
C. Donovan, presiding judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court Tax Section.

Milton Kramer says he Is not 


bragging when he claims to be the 
world's best clairvoyant. One thing is 
for sure — he has managed to pre- 
dict a good living for himself by look- 
ing into the future for others. 


Kramer, a 59-year-old resident of

People seeking his services meet 


with him In person, call him on.the 
ohone or send him questions by mall. 
Kramer says no physical contact 
with a client Is necessary for,him to 
come up with answers. 


"I put myself into a trance through 


spiritual meditation because that's 
the only way you can see the other 
side," Kramer says. "I visualize 
spiritually and predict and it works. 
There's no question about It." 


Kramer says he can put himself 


into a trance or self-hypnosis by con- 
centrating on .on object. In most 
cases he uses the aid of three clear, 
crystal balls, each of which is about 
twice the size of a golf ball. ' 


WHILE IN A trance Kramer says 


ho can see the unknown and analyze 
it to moke his predictions. "By expe- 
rience and practice you get to control 
the power and by making errors you 
learn to use it and improve it," he 
sayj. 


Most people ask Kramer to foresee

Attorneys for Miller Builders Inc. and 


the Village of Long Grove will appear In 
court again Friday for a hearing on an- 
nexation of a Miller development to Buf- 
falo Grove. 


Long Grove attorneys charged last Fri- 


day in Lake County Circuit Court that 
petitions seeking annexation of the prop- 
erty to Buffalo Grove were not signed by 
the majority of area property owners 
and that legal descriptions of the land 
are incorrect. 


After hearing the objections, Judge 


Harry R. Strouso ordered a full hearing. 


Miller, a Skokie firm, is seeking to an- 


nex the UO-acro site to the village end 
plans to build a 415-unlt residential devel- 
opment if given village approval. • 


THE PROPERTY is west of the vil- 


lage and not contiguous to Buffalo Grove 
but could be annexed, pending court ap- 


proval, through a 600-foot-wide strip of 
land across the Popp family farm. The 
strip would connect the site with Buff ale • 
Grove. 


Miller plans have met stiff opposition, 


however, from residents and officials of 
Long Grove who have raised a number 
of objections to the company's proposals. 


Richard Wexler, an Utorney for the 


Miller firm, said the Fopp family also 
has objected to possible annexation 
through through the drip across their 
property. 


Although Miller officials had hoped to 


move their plans along as quickly as pos- 
sible, Wexler said the matter may be 
tied up in legal proceedings for some 
time because court approval of the nn- 
ncxotlon Is required before the villigo 
can consider the plans. 


SEVERAL LONG Grove officials have 


said the village would take whatever le- 


gal action necessary to block the devel- 
opment. 


"The people there (Long Grove) seem 


to have an abiding interest in this'mat- 
ter," Wexler said. 


Although the Popp family objects to 


the annexation, Wexler said the possi- 
bility has been raised the family might 
withdraw its opposition if the entire 250- 
acre farm, rather than just a piece of it, 
can be annexed to the village. 


If the Popps join Miller in requesting 


annexation to the village, Wexler said, 
the' firm could then bring its case 
directly to Buffalo Grove rather than go- 
ing through court.

New Maryville School 
construction plans OKd 


Gov. Daniel Walker has approved con- 


struction plans for the new Maryville 
School and bids on the project will be let 
within 90 days. 


The approval was given Friday after 


State Rep. Robert S. Juckett, R-Park 
Ridge, asked the governor's office to act 
on the plans without fuither delay. 


"I contacted Gov. Walker's office and 


explained the situation. They were most 
cooperative and finally gave approval," 
Juckett said. 


PLANS FOR THE new school were ap- 


proved by the Illinois Capital Devel- 
opment Board Oct. 13, freeing $1 million 
in state funds for construction of the 
building. ' 


At that time, ICDB officials said the 


project would probably be put out (o bid 
by early November with construction be- 
ginning by the second week in Decem- 
ber. The school is scheduled for com- 
pletion in fall 1975. 


The new building will serve students 


from Maryville Academy, Des Plalnes. 
Those students now attend River'Road 
School, which must be replaced because 
it does not meet state safety codes. 


The school will be on a 5-acre site on 


the Maryville grounds, Gregory Street 
and River Road. According to prelimi- 
nary designs, the school will be a rec- 
tangular, 30,000 square foot, one-story 
building.

A LAW ALLOWING for construction of. 


the school facility was signed by former 
Gov. Richard B. Ogllvic in 1972. Under 
the law, a school district can request 
funds for a school building when a non- 
public school'closes, resulting in an in- 
creased enrollment of 5 per cent or more 
to the school district. 


Such a situation occurred . in River 


Trails Dist. 26 in 1968 when Catholic 
Charities announced It could no longer 
afford to educate Maryville students, 
who are wards of the state. 


Construction of the school was delayed 


several times over the last two years be- 
cause school officials were unable to 
agree on a site. 


"We did meet but reached no con- 
clusion," he said. 


Jurco said Friday however, the 'Popp 


family does not wish to annex to the vil- 
lage and will continue to object to the 
annexation idea. He said the Monday ses- 
sion was "purely informational" and 
"our position has not changed."

clftls must be careful not to overreact to 
just test scores. He said the district 
thould not begin a program to improve a 
skill in reaction to the tests that might 
later prove, detrimental. 


The test scores were discussed at a 


board of education meeting Thursday 
night, where it was also noted that stu- 
dent IQ scores are in the 100-110 range, a 
higber-than-avernge level, while achieve- 
ment test scores are only average. 


Richard Wynn, special education direc- 


tor, sold IQ scores do not necessarily re- 
flect achievement. "Sometimes people 
with modest IQ scores achieve higher 
than students with higher IQs," he said. 
"Motivation is an important factor."

necessarily repeated. 


Administrators use the scores to mea- 


sure the success of the district in teach- 
ing basic skills, he said. ' 


Wynn said test scores should be viewed 


along with other evaluations. He -?id the 
standardized tests only cover basic skills 
and do not test for achievement in sci- 
ence, social studies, 'art, music or health. 
These subjects and others that arc con- 
sidered Important and must be included 
hi the curriculum arc not evaluated 
through standardized tests.

ELKTON. Mich. (UPI) - Slalcy Schu- 


bach, u rugged-looking, 67-year-old sugar 
Iwct farmer, sat atop a tractor In a mud- 
dy field and surveyed some of the 1,500 
oerci he owns. 


Schubach Is one of about 4,000 Mich- 


igan farmers who grow sugar beets pri- 
marily as a secondary crop. 


The price for a five-pound bag of augur 


has tripled In the past year — a fuct that 
has sparked a federal Investigation to 
find out who's getting rich off sugar. 


"Well, It isn't me or any other sugar 


beet farmer I know," said Schubach. In 
fact, he almost feels working the 200 
ucrcs he devotes to sugar boots Is more 
trouble than It'i worth. 


SCIIL'IIACII FIGUItKS he'll average 


jibout 17'» tons of beets per acre. Last 
year, ho got just under $32 per ton. But It 
costs S300 per acre just to get the crop In 
the ground. 


"I used to pay $00 a ton for fertilizer," 


ho said. "Guess what I had to pay this 
year — $200 n ton. My chemicals cost me 
twice as much as they used to." 


Other costs include labor and equip- 


ment purchases and maintenance. 


"Look at that tractor," he said. 


"That's a $45,000 tractor. They don't give 
those away." 


Schubach has his own explanation for 


the price explosion. 


"What's happening with sugar Is (hat 


you're just now starting to pay for it," he 
laid. "Sugar was a giveaway until now. 


Sugar was just a gimmick in the super- 
market." 


SUI'EIUIAItKKT Industry officials ad- 


mit until recent months sugar was known 
ns a "loss lender" — an Item stores tra- 
ditionally sold at or below cost to get 
customers Into the store. 


The Michigan Farmer and Manufac- 


turers Beet Sugar Assn. says earnings 
for the last five years have averaged less 
than 2 per cent. Beet crop* were down 10 
per cent this year and S per cent the 
>car before, the gro'ip says, as farmers 
changed to other crops that involve less 
work. 


Lower production Is part of the reason 


for the price boom, say industry officials, 
but there are other factors. Droughts in 
South America and heavy rains in West- 
cm Europe dropped production of sugar 
in those areas; production costs have 
soared everywhere; the days of cheap la- 
bor arc gone tor growers In the Carib- 
bean and Hawaii; and there is heavy 
buying In the sugar market. 


Eugene Boyles, n sugar expert with the 


U.S. Dcpt. of Agriculture, describes it as 
"a slim-profit Industry." He noted sugar 
went for a nickel a pound In the 1930s, 
and had only risen to about 12 cents per 
pound by last year. 


"There Isn't very much money being 


made In the Industry because the effect 
has been to hold the prices at very low 
levels," he said.

State school 
post to be 
filled Dec. 14

The State Board of Education will 


meet next weekend in Chicago to contin- 
ue deliberations on the two remaining 
candidates for state school superintend- 
ent. 


Board Chairman Jack Witkowsky said 


he hopes the board will announce its 
choice for the superintendent's job at its 
regular meeting Dec. 14 in Chicago. Wit- 
kowsky also said the board has decided 
not to accept any more applications for 
the job, even though he has received an 
inquiry from former Schools Supt. Rob- 
ert Hanrahan of Cook County about the 
post. 


The two remaining candidates for the 


job are Joseph M. Cronln, 39, secretary 
of educational affairs for the State of 
Massachusetts, J^d Carl Candoli, 49, 
superintendent of the Lansing, Mich, pub- 
lic schools. 


THE PRESENT state superintendent, 


Michael Bakalis, announced Thursday 
that he Is no longer in the rumdng for the 
appointed job. Bakalis, a Democrat, was 
elected superintendent In 1970. His term 
expires in January, when the office be- 
comes appointive under control of the 
state board. 


Witkowsky and several other board 


members said they were surprised by 
Bakalis' action. 


Witkowsky said, "Tho whole State of 


Illinois owes a thank you to Mike Bakalis 
— he plowed some furrows in Illinois 
education and it will be easier for the 
guy who follows him because he did it." 


Tho two remaining candidates, in tele- 


phone interviews Friday with The Her- 
ald, 
both declined comment on their 


chances for the job, but said they had 
been favorably impressed with Illinois' 
educational system. 


Cronln, who was appointed by Mas- 


sachusetts Gov. Francis Sergeant in 
1970, said, "I've been in and out of Illi- 
nois for the past 10 or 15 years and I've 
been quite favorably impressed with 
some of the things that have happened in 
Illinois. We have considered copying 
some of them in Massachusetts." 


CRONIN SAID that as education secre- 


tary ho works with elementary, secon- 
dary and higher education in the state. 
He described himself as "a progressive 
on most fronts," and as a conservative 
on financial matters. Ho said he has de- 
veloped legislation to cut educational 
costs in the ibito and has urged educa- 
tors to avoid "waste and extravagance." 


Candoli has been superintendent in 


Lansing for four years and before that 
was a professor for four years at Ohio 
State University. He said ono issue he is 
particularly concerned about it ex- 
panding educational opportunity. 


"I think it's crucial that we begin to 


truly provide educational opportunity to 
oil youngsters. I think the time is long 
past when wo could consign 40 per cent 
of our students to the scrap heap through 
dropouts and push out." 


Candoli said he describes himself as a 


"moderate" on most Issues, adding, "I 
think it's become impossible to cate- 
gorize people as liberals and con- 
scrvatives anymore." 


The Lansing school system has about 


33,000 students.

Whatever purpose it may strve 


his political ambitions, Gov. Daniel 
Walker's quest for national recog- 
nition does nothing for the state of 
Illinois. 


His recent trip to Alabama, while 


billed as a speaking engagement 
before the National Retailers Asso- 
ciation, looked suspiciously like a 


ploy to broaden his political base. 


Both in his speech and in his visit 


with Gov. George Wallace, Walker 
appeared to be seeking the support 
both of the Alabama governor and 
the constituency which has re- 
sponded to Wallace's message in 
recent years. 


A local reporter described Walk- 
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er's 
speech as interchangeable 


with one which might have been 
made by Wallace. And Walker's 
later statement that he would sup- 
port Wallace if the Alabaman were 
nominated 'for president, while 
probably offensive to some of 
Walker's liberal backers, certainly 
was greeted warmly by Wall- 
aceitcs. 


As political ploys, these may be 


perfectly legitimate tactics. 


However, they hardly reflect the 


governor's oft-repeated statement 
that his sole concern is the busi- 
ness of governing the state of Illi- 
nois. 


The ffrst two years of his term 


were marked by bickering with the 
state legislature which made any 
semblance of legislative leadership 
by the administration impossible. 


To date the Walker adminis- 


tration has been characterized 
more by political infighting and the 
use of his veto than it has been by 
constructive leadership. 


The people elected Dan Walker 


to serve as governor for four 
years, not for four years of poli- 
ticking in quest of a spot on the 
national ticket. 


More recently they have elected 


a legislature with a solid majority 
of his party, and missing some of 
his more determined Republican 
foes. We urge the governor to defer 
his political plans and spend the re- 
maining two years of his adminis- 
tration working with that legisla- 
ture in solving Illinois' problems in 
the areas of education, welfare, 
transportation and tax relief, to 
mention only a few.

Tho reword, "A Winner Walkin1 Homo. 


Tho Ballad of Dan Walker" bv Stan 
Hitchcock — Is something else. 


For ono thing, tho tune Is tallor-mado 


to "go" nationally. It's slick and profes- 
sional and tho pro-Walker message is so 
subliminal that tho record firm has in- 
cluded a statement with copies sent to 
radio stations, disclaiming any endorse- 
ment of Walker as governor. 


For another, it is the keynote of a 


scries of concerts which Walker's fund- 
raisers plan to hold throughout the state 
— from Chicago to fa,- Southern Illinois. 
And it 1* not likely that tho governor 
would have to start building a campaign 


chest this early If re-election wcro tho 
only thing on his mind. 


Walker forces say Hitchcock wrote the 


song on his own Initiative. But it is tho 
Walker public relations machine that's 
giving It its boost. And the Walker-con- 
trolled Illinois Democratic Fund appar- 
ently Is behind the promotion of tho disc. 


Tho song, in fact, neatly tics together 


most of the important elements in Walk- 
er's meteoric rise from tho comfortable 
world of tho $100,000-a-ycor corporation 
lawyer to the presidential campaign 
trail. 


It springs from his 1,197-mile 'walk 


around tho state during tho summer of 
1071 — tho trek which first brought him 
public attention. The song says: "Grand- 
ma's wavln' from the front porch, farm- 
ers comln' from tho fields, Lord they 
need him so." 


It's being plugged and distributed by 


tho IDF, which has given Walker politi- 
cal financial independence — a vastly 
Important commodity. 


And it points directly to tho Whlto 


House, despite Walker's coy disclaimers 
that he likes the job ho has. "Tho hopes 
and dreams of his fellow man, keeps him 
walkin' on across the land, It's a long, 
long way to go. His body's tired but not 
his soul. He's a winner walkin' home." 
• 


As for all the talk — well, it's hard to 


make much sense of that A lot of it sur- 
faced in leaks from the governor's top 
aides to Chicago newspapers. And, as a 


rule, anything a politician serves up on a 
platter must be considered as somehow 
geared to serving that politician's own 
ends. 


Tho talk of ousting Daley by backing 


his primary opponent, for example, could 
mean Walker Is ready to risk political 
suicide in return for a chance at instant 
national fame. 


But it also could bo a facade con- 


cealing a "deal." with Daley. It could 
mean tho governor bullevcs Daley plans 
to retire anyway. Or it could moan some- 
thing altogether unfathomable. 


The some is true of Walker's visit to 


Wallace. It might bo meaningful or it 
might not, depending on what tho two 
said In private. 


And Walker may be right in suggesting 


ho Is responsible for the victories of 
some Democratic legislative candidates. 
But tho national Democratic landslide 
mado it impossible for him to claim 
that he slnglehandcdly wrestled legisla- 
tive control from Republicans which in a 
normal year would bo a national attention 
getter. 


These things aro clear: Walker has fi- 


nancial independence, a Democratic leg- 
islature which may work with him, con- 
tinued respect from o majority of the Il- 
linois voters and the desire for national 
office. He's also starting to actively seek 
national exposure. 


In short, he's running. But not irrevo- 


cably.

truth of a matter can be distorted In this 
tho land of free speech and free press. I 
am addressing the widespread opinion,

I checked a little further and found 
out the following data based on tho first 
eight months of 1D74. 


Tho U.S. currently uses 16 million bar- 


rels of crude and refined petroleum ev- 
ery day. It imports about 6 million bar- 
rels of that, or 37.5 per cent. The break- 
down by percentage imported from for- 
eign countries is as follows: Canada 24.7 
per cent; Nigeria 17.5 per cent; Iran 15.5 
per cent; Venezuela 11.2 per cent; Saudi 
Arabia 8.3 per cent; Indonesia 7.8 per 
cent; Algeria 5.4 per cent; and all others 
9.6 per cent. 


The 8.3 per cent imported from Saudi 


Arabia amounts to 496,000 barrels or ap- 
proximately 3 per cent of our needs. In 
my business experience, I know of no 
market which is dominated by such a 
minority position as that 


Therefore, I suggest that anyone who 


places all tho blamo on the Arab states 
for the U.S. fuel shortages and inflated 
fuel prices is ignorant of the facts. I am 
of the opinion that our problems are

Like it or not, we face hunger's horrors 


World hunger Is almost like a thun- 


derstorm building up on the eastern hori- 
zon. Wo know the threatening power of 
tho storm, but we believe that It will con- 
tinue In an inevitable, easterly direction 
away from our homoi. 


We've all been touched by hunger, but 


to us it is usually the kind of crabby nui- 
sance that hits us when we're two-thirds 
asleep, and It's terribly tempting .to 
search out a sandwich from the refrig- 
erator. . 
' 


If we had the Interest, It might be 


worthwhile la trace hunger towards its 
logical conclusion. Hunger, If allowed to 
fa unrelieved, builds into a roaring phys- 
ical pain, Into psychological torment. 
Into dulling physical apathy, into related 
painful Illnesses, Into destruction of the 
human spirit. Into a listless wait for 
death and. finally, into death itself. 


The end of that hunger continuum is 


the focus of U.<> World Food Conference 
In Rome, where delegates arc trying to 
find ways to relieve the massive star- 


vation which has swept across central 
Africa and the Indian continent, and 
promises to challenge in future years the 
rest of the civilized world. 


This year's crisis Is especially vicious, 


for the underdeveloped lands of Africa 
and India, lands where starvation Is al- 
ways a reality, have had .year-long 
droughts and even a bountiful harvest 
next year won't ease the problems to any 
substantial degree. 


Even In the United States, we're more 


and more awam that real, day-to-day 
hunger Is upon us. 


No longer Is the problem simply that of 


hollow-faced families In backwoods cab- 
ins, and ghetto'children. As the reces- 
sion, spurred by n poor crop year, 
spreads, the elderly are the first who 
caurot afford to buy basic foods. We 
don't today face the soup kitchens of the 
Thirties, but real, physical hunger is be- 
coming more of a reality to many of us. 


The tragedy of this global disaster is 


that we possess the ability to ease this 


famine. Technology, coupled with the 
fact that there's still available land in 
this world for crops, should be producing 
enough food for the musses of starving 
people. 


Our beginning in taking steps against 


this world-wide problem will be a recog- 
nition of the existence of the hollow, dy- 
ing faces that stare back at us from 
magazines, newspapers and television. 


Then, we can begin to realize that If 


the world's hungry are to be fed, we will 
Iiave to make sacrifices In our comfort- 
able suburban lifestyle. Consider: 


• Fertilizer which we use on suburban 


luxuries, such as golf courses, public 
parks and lawns, can be diverted to for- 
eign lands where the food crisis is most 
acute. If we con learn to live with lawns 
that turn brown in July, perhaps we can 
save some lives. 


• Tax money is going to have to be 


used to not only develop a strategy, but 
to fight stop-gap starvation. Tons and 


tons of the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict's sewage fertilizer could be shipped 
overseas to build up drought-ra\ aged 
fields — but someone is going to have to 
pay for the shipping. 


• Aggressive birth control, complete 


with a greater emphasis on abortion as a 
growth alternative, will become neces- 
sary if population is to be reduced in line 
with food supplies. 
"Obviously there are thousands of other 
approaches and complexities in this al- 
ways-overwhelming problem, especially 
in this year of world-wide inflation. But 
this writer's concern is not suggested as 
merely a "humanitarian" plea, for there 
Is a grim reality to consider: 


The United States is a "have" nation, 


and much of the world looks on greedily 
at our food wealth. Whether we respond 
today to the dying children of Africa and 
India may determine whether our notion 
survives a militancy caused by hunger in 
years to come. 


The decrease in the birth rate and 


school enrollment also brings up more 
questions. If the birth rate is decreasing, 
and there is talk of schools closing, who 
are we building this $4 million project 
for? Win) will bo using this building in 10 
to 15 years? Will this beautiful structure 
sit there, hardly used? Will we be able to 
use it only certain hours of the day to 
conserve on gas and electric?

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Must hold forces together 
Independen t Dems seek compromise speaker

The strength ot the coalition ol subur- 


ban Democrat* In the Illinois Home of 
Rcpreicntatlvcs may bo severely tested 
In the coming wetks ol politicking for the 
selection of a new speaker of the House. 


Members of the self-styled Democratic 


Study Group, composed mostly of subur- 
ban Democrats and a handful of Down- 
state "Independent Democrats" are hop- 
Ing to hold together enough votes to deny 
the spcakershlp to the two most obvious 
candidates Rep. Clyde Cnoate of Anna, 
the present Democratic minority leader, 
and Rep. Gerald Shea of Chicago, Mayor 
Richard Daley's chief spokesman In the 
House, In the early balloting. 


If they can hold their forces together, 


the group members can hope, at best, to 
engineer the election of one of their own 
number as a compromise candidate. 


If that proves impossible, they can ex- 


pect to gain a secondary leadorslp post. 


In 1077, the Independent Democrats 


were able to hold together enough voles 
to assure that Choato, through a deal 
with members of the deadlocked Re- 
publican majority, was unable to pull off 
election as minority speaker. 


ON SUCCEEDING ballots, the Indepen- 


dents were able to hold from 14 to 18 
votes for their nominees, first Rep. Har- 
old Katz of Gtencoe, then Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman of Arlington Heights. 


Three of the 18 representatives who 


voted with them In 1072 will not bo re- 
turning to the legislature In January, but 
the Democratic Study Group may pick 
up some new members among the fresh- 
men Democrats. 


With a majority of 102 Democrats, the 


Independents will need at least 14 votes 
to deny the needed majority of 80 to any 
nominee for speaker. 


In order to keep those votes In line, It 


will likely be necessary for the group to 
agree In advance on their compromise 
candidate, and that may not bo a simple 
task. 


Rep. Glenn Schneider of Whcaton has 


been promoting Rep. William Redmond 
of Bensenvlllo as the "Independent" can- 
didate. Katz, first nominee of the group 
In 1072, remains the first choice of sev- 
eral of the members, but some of them 
fear that built-in antagonism to the liber- 


al Katz from more conservative Down- 
state Democrats would make his election 
Impossible. Among others to be consid- 
ered Is Rep. Daniel Pierce of Highland 
Park, the only study group member now 
in the leadership. 


SOME MEMBERS of the group also 


were disturbed by the fact that Katz 
withdrew his name from nomination, 
without warning them, following the first 
ballot In 1072, although he remained 
steadfast in support of Mrs. Chapman, 
the first woman ever nominated for the 
spcakershlp, on subsequent ballots. 


Schneider and others see these advan- 


tages In Redmond: 


• He Is a "Downstalur," although he 


lives in suburban Bensenville, a stone's 
throw from the Cook County line. 


• While a participant in the Democrat- 


ic Study Group, he is not known in the 
legislature as a liberal. 


• Democratic chairman of DuPago 


County, he has the aura of a "regular" • 
to loyal organization Democrats. 


• Ho Is not considered antagonistic to 


Daley, but would not be controled by 
him. 


• A veteran of 16 yean in the legisla- 


ture, Redmond is unlikely to promote his 
own legislative program or to seek any 
higher office. 


One member of the study group, while 


expressing preference for Katz, declared, 
"The Important thing is to hold the group 
together. If they can get 89 votes without 
us, wo can forget the whole thing." 


TUB FACT that the Democrats will 


hold a solid majority in the House will 
Itself create added pressures against 
"holding the group together." 


In past years of Demcratlc minorities, 


candidates for minority leader could of- 
fer only secondary posts in tho minority 
Icaderhlp or appointments as "minority 
spokesman" on committees, neither of 
which carried 'much prestige or power. 


In 1072, the best position tho indepen- 


dents could wrangle was Piorce's ap- 
pointment as one of two minority whips. 


In case of a deadlock, however, the 


leading candidates will have not only 
leadership positions to use as bargaining 
tm<li, but also committee chairmanships, 
coveted by the Independents as well as 
regulars.

of the Independents Is the fact that they 
probably will have to nominate a number 
of their members on the first ballot. In 
1072, Secretary of State Michael Hewlett,' 
who presides over the election of the 
speaker, ruled that only those nominated 
at the outset could be considered on later 
ballots. 


NOMINATING SEVERAL candidates, 


if that ruling holds, would be necessary 


to give the Independents an alternative if 
their first choice is stalled. 


At some point In the balloting, all but 


one of those nominees will be required, 
probably with varying degrees of diffi- 
culty, to relinquish any apiratton to be- 
come speaker, "to hold the group to- 
gether." 


The chief force for maintaining group 


unity probably will be a strong desire

shared by all of them to restore a degree 
of decorum and fair play to the House, 
which has been notably lacking in recent 
years. 


Most of the members of the study 


group want a speaker who will agree to 
refrain from becoming chief sponsor of 
any legislation, to remove pressure from 
individual legislators who are hesitant 
to vote against the speaker.

Because of November election gains 
Women see ERA victory next year 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - Leaders of 


the women's political movement say they 
amassed enough votes In the 1074 state 
legislative elections to virtually guaran- 
tee ratification of the Equal Rights 
Amendment, possibly by next June. 


The amendment, which would elimi- 


nate discrimination by statute, already 
has been ratified by 33 state legislatures. 
Five more states must ratify it before it 
can become par*, of the U. S. Con- 
stitution. 


A computerized survey of legislators 


elected Nov. 5, done by the League of 
Women Voters, shows the ERA propo- 
nents won what appears to be a majority 
In at least ;ix key states which pre- 
viously rejected the amendment. 
, LEAGUE ANALYSTS predicted three 
of those states, North Dakota, Illinois 


and Missouri, ari nearly certain to ratify 
the ERA next year. 


In the three other states, Oklahoma 


North Carolina and Nevada, the analysts 
said ERA still must overcome some op- 
position among the legislative leaders or 
what they described as an "unpredic- 
table kind of conservatism." 


In South Carolina, the League survey 


showed'ERA proponents won a majority 
In the House, but the Senate was not 
pulled because its members were not up 
for re-election. Therefore, the analysts 
classified South Carolina as a "question 
mark" state where the chance of ratifi- 
cation may be good. 


The survey also gave Florida, Arizona 


and Indiana a limited chance for ratify- 
ing ERA thL« year. 


League analysts figure that at least 5 


of the 10 states cited in the survey will- 
ratify ERA and make it part of the Con- 
stitution. 


"MY POSITION has changed from 


hopeful for ERA ratification in 1075 to 
very optimistic," said Mary Brooks, a 
league expert on the issue, after tallying 
the election results. 


"None of it will happen in January. 


We'll start looking for votes in February 
and March. By the end of June, thare's 
no question about it." 


The survey was based on question- 


naires which all of the candidates for 
election, both men and women, were 
asked to fill out. The movement to elect 
pro-ERA candidates was built on a coali- 
tion of groups Including the League, the 
Women's Political Caucus, the National 
Organization for Women and Labor and 


Methodist women. 


Although 33 states have ratified ERA, 


two of them — Nebraska and Tennessee 
— later voted to rescind that action. The 
women's movement argues that such a 
vote cannot be rescinded and that issue 
is yet to be resolved. 


ERA OPPONENTS also have organ- 


ized an emotional campaign to rescind 
ERA in Texas, where it was ratified in 
1072 and Incorporated into the state con- 
stitution by a 44o-l referendum. The ral- 
lying cry of this anti-ERA campaign is 
that the amendment would force "uni- 
sex" toilet facilities. 


A spokesman for the pro-ERA coalition 


described the Texas campaign as a "tac- 
tic" to keep any more states from ratify- 
ing the amendment. "We are taking It 
seriously,'1 she added.

A plea for permission';'to withdraw 


more Lake Michigan water to head off 
projected water stallages in the Chicago 
area will be heard Tuesday at a hearing 
by the International Joint Commission on 
Great Lakes Water Levels. 


The hearing at 10 a.m. in the O'Hare 


International Tower Hotel L; for consid- 
eration of a report completed'recently by 
the commission's Great- Lakes Levels 
Board which found little could be done to 
regulate water levels of the Great Lakes 


w i t h o u t unwarranted expense. Staff 
members of Northeastern Illinois Plan- 
ning Commission, who were instrumental 
in getting a public hearing held in Chi- 
cago, will criticize the report and urge 
Increased lake diversion be allowed to 
ovoid projected water storages.- 


Increased diversion is seen as one solu- 


tion to the conflict between agencies such 
as the DAMP and Tree Towns water 
commissions which have sought water 


allocations for Inland and suburbs and 


the Metropolitan Sanitary District, which 
contends it can not meet water purifica- 
tion standards required by the federal 
government if its allocation of lake water 
is reduced. 


THE ILLINOIS DIVISION of Water- 


ways is supposed to schedule hearings 
before issuing new allocations of the lake 
water. But If an increase in the diversion 
could be agreed'to with Canada, it would 
end fighting over the 3,200-cubic-feet-per- 
second allocation which must now be 


Isometric exercises help build muscles 


In your column you advised a small lady to build some 


muscles. How do you do that? I am past 50, 5-foo:4 and om« 
weigh 107, but have no stamina. 


I exercise faithfully but It gets no easier. If an exercise 


says to start out with five times and build up to 100 times, six 
months later I am still only able to do about 20 and each one 
Is Just as hard to do as the first week that I did it. I have no 
weight problem but have had a protruding tummy alt my life 
and no exercise does anything about reducing it. 


Your lack of stamina may be related to other factors be- 


sides the size of your muscles.'Lots of small people are able 
to go and go, never seeming to tire. 


There Is t difference in repeating and repeating an ex- 


ercise, which we coll endurance exercises, and those that 
build muscles,' which we call strength exercises. A long-dis- 
tance runner repeats the some movements over and over. A 
weight lifter may lift the weight only a few times, he rests, 
and at regular Intervals In his training the amount of weight 
he lifts Is gradually increased. 


A muscle will only get large enough to lift the size of load it 


is asked to lift. If your arms are not used to lifting heavy 
objects, moving them rapidly will not develop large or strong 
muscles. 


There are numerous ways to load a muscle to make it work 


harder and harder, thereby enlarging and gaining in strength. 
Weight lifting is one example. 


MANY PEOPLE DO get some benefit out of contracting 


opposing muscles, the Isometric exercises. You can demon- 
strate this by holding your arm out, then tensing all the 
muscles In the arm so the arm and fist arc rigid. Hold it a 
few seconds and relax the muscles. Repeat the exercise. 


I prefer that these exercises be combined with muscle

movement. You con do that by holding the arm fairly rigid 
and then, while the muscles are tense, moving the arm by 
bending the elbow and various movements. By moving the 
muscles while they are tense you put the stress on different 
muscle fibers and help to produce enlargement or increased 
strength in a more uniform way throughout the muscle. 


You can use this same principle for almost any muscle in 


the body. You can do it with your legs and thighs. The com- 
bination of contracting and moving the muscles is a com- 
bination of what exercise specialists call isotonic and isomet- 
ric exercises. The Isotonic exercise.1 are those that involve 
movement. 


YOU CAN DO voluntary muscle contractions of the abdomi- 


nal muscles, including the lower abdominal muscles, while 
lying down, sitting or standing. You can also do leg lifts for 
that lower abdomen. Finally, don't forget posture. A lot of 
people would not have as much problem with the abdomen if 
they would ju.4 learn to hold their chests up and not com- 
press the abdomen. With the chest and shoulders up, rather 
than slouched, and a conscious effort to hold the stomach 
muscles in, the problem is not so marked in many instances.

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Hairdressers 
win a battle 


The legal battle over whether hair- 


dreuera can cut men's hair has ended — 
at least for the time being. According to 
Marcia Becker, spokeswoman for the 
Chicago Cosmetologists Association, 
"They hope that this is the end of their 
court hassles." 


In the most recent case, decided In Illi- 


nois Appellate Court In late October, a 
legal opinion was rendered that allows 
cosmetologists to "cut and trim the hair 
of their male and female patrons when 
such cutting and trimming Is performed 
Incidental to styling and arranging their 
hair." 


The IBM decision In tho Illinois Su- 


preme Court case of Bonghort vs. Walsh 
limited cosmetologists to performing ser- 
vices on wo-nen's hair. That decision was 
reflective of the toclal climate existing in 
19M. Tho court stated that "the occupa- 
tion of barber... Is made up principally 
of men and Is practiced upon tho persons 
of men, while the occupation of beauty 
strap operator or beauty culturlst Is made 
up principally of women and Is practiced 
on the persons of women." 


TODAY, IN TllE ago of unisex, thh is 


no longer true. The trades of barber and 
coimctologist are practiced by Iwth 
males and females and members of ei- 
ther sex patronize both. 


"Tho public should have the right 


to chooso where and when they want 
their hair styled, male or female,' Is tho 
way Armnnrt Gentile, owner of Arm and's 
Beauty Salon In Arlington Heights, views 
tho new decision. 


Ho calls It "free choice." 
"I don't push to get men Into my salon. 


If I do a good Job on tho women, I won't 
need the male customers, but I won't 
turn them away," he said. 


Anthony Slclllano, owner of Cher Foml- 


nlquc Coiffures in Arlington Heights, 
agreed. 


"I have so many women customers to 


toko care of that I don't really eeed tho 
male business," he said. "I think most 
women would not enjoy sitting in my 
shop 'at their worst,' with dripping hair,

while men aro waiting to be styled in the 
next chair," he added from a more per- 
sonal point of view. 


BOTH GENTILE and Slclllano said 


they think this decision isn't the last of 
the struggle. 


One salon in the area is assuming its 


now right to cut men's hair. Hair Jazzers 
In Arlington Heights plans to open a 
men's styling section around the first of 
the year. 


At a recent Northwest Suburban Hair- 


dressers meeting, 4 show of hands in- 
dicated that only about eight of the 155 
members present plan to Include men as 
a substantial portion of their clientele. 


Vlnco Lawrence, owner of the Men's 


World of Harboring In Elk Grove Village, 
looks at the situation from the other side, 
but with a similar point of view. 


"If you are adept at it, do it," he said. 


"It all depends on the person's ability." 


"BARBERS AND cosmetologists both 


must keep up with the times and trends. 
If they don't, then their patrons will be 
forced to go somewhere else. If my busi- 
ness were lagging, I wouldn't blame any. 
one. I would do my best to find out what 
I was doing wrong," he declared. 


Lawrence sees, in the future, a realign- 


ing of licensing laws, working toward 
each person's abilities — specialization. 


"In Europe, there is training for a dual 


license that teaches both men's and 
women's hair techniques," he explained. 
"When they graduate, they can step be- 
hind any chair and do a fine job." 


Ho hopes for reciprocity of the current 


laws — an arrangment between the hair- 
dressers' and barbers for mutual advan- 
tage. 


Fringe benefits do count 
ivith* American employes 


What makes you happiest About your 


Job? 


When asked that question by tho U. S. 


Department of Labor, a representative 
lample of American employe ranked "in- 
teresting work" first. This was closely 
followed by "good pay," "opportunity to 
get ahead" and "fringe benefits." 


Fringe benefits? Why not? They ac- 


count for almost one-fifth of the total- 
earnings package of workers In this 
country, reports tho Institute of Life In- 
surance. Because they loom so large, 
many economists no longa- consider 
them "fringes" and refer to thorn as em- 
ploye benefits. Whatever their name, 
they aro legion. 


Common benefits are paid holidays, 


vacations, sick leave and pensions, but 
perhaps the most far-reaching of aU the 
"fringes" are the group health and life 
insurance plans. Today, they form the 
keystone of almost every American 
worker's family protection program. And 


they not only are a vital factor in union 
and management negotiations for em- 
ployes but also In attracting and retain- 
ing executives. 


THE FIRST WORKER protection 


benefits In the country were instituted by 
a small leather company In Passaic, 
N. J., which took out a group life insur- 
ance policy on Its 121 employes In 1911. 


Within a short time, tho Institute re- 


ports, a number of companies concerned 
about the plight of employes and their 
families when death, accident or pro- 
tracted Illness struck down the family 
breadwinner, followed suit. Not long af- 
ter, group programs were extended to in- 
clude accident and health insurance pro- 
tection. 


The worker's out-of-pocket costs now 


for health insurance protection are min- 
imal In most cases. For example, in 99 
per 
cent of group health plans, 


employers pay part or all of the cost.

People have the right kind of feeling about tho lost rose of summer. 


They press It in scrap books; they make a sachet out of it They dry It in 
silica gel, and they write songs about It 


Well, roses are all right, but I've never felt much one way or another 


about the last one of tho season. I've been too busy with another nostalgic 
promotion—the lost tomato of summer. 


Already, in cose you've noticed, the tomatoes in tho supermarkets have 


that pallid pink color that wouldn't Invite a pinch even In Februry should 
one get post the plastic and the cellophane. To postpone having to make 
such sad selections, I saved as many tomatoes from our garden as I 
could. 


Someone told mo that wrapping green tomatoes in newspaper and 


keeping them In a cool place will salvage those pre-frost picked green 
tomatoes from the garden. So I gave It a try. It worked, and the to- 
matoes, though not quite so good as those in the peak of the season, were 
tasty and had character. 


OUT NOW I'M DOWN to the last one. It's in front of me, on the table. 


Ripe, red and Juicy in all four inches of its diameter, It's tempting. 


I was sitting here contemplating this beautiful gift from nature, when it 


occurred to me that my whole life Is dominated by the tomato. 


From November to March in grocery stores, I agonizingly watch the 


price of tomatoes fluctuate — mostly rise. I complain to the produce 
manager ( a new fellow every week, it seems) and to my family about 
tho tube variety. (They're pink and mealy.) But I can't stop buying them. 


In March i think It would be nice to start some inside, so I plant some 


seed In peat pots. But by April I decide that peeling paint and warped 
sills on the south window aren't worth it. And besides, the plants, after 
ibout four leaves have unfolded, strangely bend in half and die. 


In May I w«ry about weather and whether It's too soon to buy tomato 


plants for tho garden. In June I do. 


In July I give It all up to the weeds. But In August... ah August! 


There Is nothing like an August tomato; and this I know especially In 
November, December, January, February and March. 


BUT THEN THERE IS the September tomato, or rather, tomatoes. 


This Is a perfect example that there can be too much of a good thing, so I 
freeze, can and put part of my bounty of tomatoes on people's doorsteps 
and ring the bell and run away. 


Soon October rolls around and I am toft facing it again — the last 


touiato of summer. And It's a sad season. The saddest part of all is 
knowing that next year's last tomato will be a whole lot more expensive. 
But It will still be just as tasty!

She's 
far 
from 
home

As she settled her small, fine- 


boned frame into the plump cushions 
of her sofa, Edna Almorla's scaled- 
down proportions gavo her a doll-like 
quality. Her large, dark, wide-set 
eyes danced as she recalled her first 
experience in the United States. 


"My husband had not seen me for 


many months. He had never seen our 
baby son, Karl. We had come all the 
way from tho Philippines to join him 
in America, but when our plane set 
down at O'Harc, theru was no one to 
meet us. 


"We wore two hours early!" 
Nestor and Edna Almarla (pro- 


nounced All-Maria) were married six 
years ago in Manila where ho was an 
accountant and she was an Insurance 
company secretary, despite the fuel 
that she held 'a bachelor's degree in 
business administration. 


"MOST FILIPINOS go to college," 


she explained. "There just aren't 
enough college-level jobs for all of 
them." 


Nestor's sister, who first came to 


tho United States on an exchange 
program, had settled in Chicago as a 
nurse. She asked her brother if he 
v.-ould like to come here to work. 
Yes, he would. That was five years 
ago. 


Not so with Edna. Expecting her 


first baby, she had no desire to be so 
for from home for that experience. 


Almost a year later, Edna arrived, 


her Infant in her arms, and joined 
her husband In his Chicago apart- 
ment. "I'm not going to like it here" 
was her first reaction. 


"It's- because of the weather, you 


know," she said. "It was just too 
cold for me. In tho Philippines, the 
temperature is in the 90s almost all 
year long. During the rainy season, 
it's in the 30s — and that's consid- 
ered cold." 


ENGLISH IS a required subject in 


Philippine schools, so there was no 
language difficulty. Edna went to 
work as a ward secretary on the late 
shift at Mercy Hospital, sharing care 
of their baby with her husband. A 
neighbor filled in during the few 
hours their employment overlapped. 


About a year ago, the Almarias 


moved into a bright, cozy con- 
dominium apartment in Elk Grove 
Village, so close to Alcxian Center 
there was no point In not working 
there — so close there was no point 
in rushing to the hospital for the 
birth of their second baby. 


"I think I allowed about five min- 


utes to get there," Edna laughed. 


MARK IS NOW 4 months eld; Karl 


is 5. Their father, wh- first worked 
os an accountant for Continental 
Bank, then joined Field Enterprises 
where he is now manager of the ac- 
counting department of World Book 
Educational Insurance Company. He 
also studies d.'la processing at Har- 
per College evenings. 


Edna spends her weekends at Ale- 


xian Center as a unit coordinator, 
her duties the same as at Mercy, 
namely, to carry out doctor's orders 
In the ward. 


"We love Elk Grove Village," she 


said. "It's so different from the city 
— so quiet, so uncrowded." 


Life Is different from life in tho 


Philippines, but not markedly so. 
Television is popular there, but much 
of It features reruns of American 
series. Rare Is the family that owns 
an automatic washer or dryer — all 
imported and priced sky-high. Wri- 
nger-type washers are the rule rath- 
er than the exception. 


"BUT MOST WOMEN In the Phil- 


ippines can hire maids to do all the 
cleaning, sometimes the laundry and 
the cooking, too," said Edna. "Help 
is so inexpensive there." 


The feminist movement has had 


little Impact on the Philippine way of 
life, either in the professions or in 
politics. She is constantly impressed 


by the number of American women 
here who are active In politics. 


When she left Manila, student un- 


rest, demonstrations and outbreaks 
of violence paralleled that of the 
United States. But the elderly, many 
of whom still wear the asya — a long 
dress with butterfly sleeves — now, 
as always, are viewed with respect 
and esteem. 


"We feel that older people know so 


much. You must listen to what they 
say and not answer them back," said 
Edna. 


WHEN THE ALMARIAS entertain, 


their friends are likely to be treated 
to an authentic Filipino meal. A typi- 
cal dinner, using native ingredients 
from a Filipino store In Chicago, 
might consist of adobe — cubes of 
pork or chicken cooked in vinegar, 
garlic and spices; pansit — a noodle 
dish similar to egg foo young; home- 
made egg rolls; and for dessert, rice 
cakes. 


"Please don't feel you must rave 


about America," I said as I prepared 
to leave. "The purpose of these sto- 
ries is to show what other countries 
arc like, not to convince people that 
this is the greatest place in the 
world." 


"But it Is!" she exclaimed without 


hesitation. 


Children's rights 


A movement is growing to determine them

When his parents were divorced the 


judge ordered Timmy, 9, to spend week- 
ends with his Dad. 


Every Saturday, the boy kicks and 


cries and tries to stay in his home 
when Us father comes to 'aka Timmy 
for the weekend. 


Does Timmy have the right to disobey 


the judge's order? 


Children's tights, a much neglected 


topic, came into focus at the First Na- 
tional Symposium on Child Advocacy in 
New York early this month. 


If Timmy, for example, has a right to 


the best emotional climate for his devel- 
opment, should he be subjected each 
weekend to the trauma of leaving his 
mother, his toys, his playmates, his 
room, a place in which he feela secure? 


And what about a child's right to good 


health care? Do the 5.8 million preschool 
children who have not/ been Immunized 
against possibly crippling and fatal dis- 
eases have a right to such prn;tdion? 


SHIRLEY CAMPER SOMAN, chair- 


person of the Child Advocacy Sym- 
posium, in an interview pointed to those 
gaps in protection for children. 


She also said children aren't guaran- 


teed an adequate education, proper nutri- 
tion and a tot of other things necessary 
to achieve goals stated in the Bill of 
Rights. 


Mrs. Soman, an author and social 


worker with a master's from Smith Col- 
lege, called for tho formation of a Na- 
tional Organization on Children's Rights. 


"Actually," she said, "I have been 


beating the drums for an amendment to 
the constitution that would guarantee 
children rights they do not have now but 
need for survival and proper devel- 
opment." 


Mrs. Soman, a member of the Acade- 


my of Certified Social Workers, was a 
family life consultant for the Family Ser- 
vice Association of America for many 
years and worked for the Bureau of 
Child Guidance, New York City Board of 
Education. 


"Let's Stop Destroying Our Children" 


is the title of a book In which she details 
all the ways wclety shortchanges chil- 
dren. " . 


Other partiHpants iii the Child Advoca- 


cy Symposium included Dr. Lee Salk, the 
psychologist and children's rights advo- 
c a t e . He wrote "Preparing for 
Parenthood." 


Also: Nat Hentoff, social critic and au- 


thor of "Our Children are Dying"; and 
Barbara Seaman, the feminist and au- 
thor of "Free and Female." 


Participants reported . that a largo 


scale movement for children's rights or- 
ganization has been growing over the 
years. One of the first steps involves de- 
fining what children have a right to. 


"One of the things the organization 


would do is list these rights and that 
would help set a floor below which a 
child would have recourse in the courts," 
Mrs. Soman said. 


"For example, a child has a right not 


to be beaten, to ample food." 


She said If the definitions are set, then 


society can move forward to provide the 
tools to deliver the things in 'he list of 
rights. 


"TAKE HEALTH CARE." she said. 


"If society does not provide easy access 
to immunizations for the pre-school" 
child, the most susceptible to childhood 
diseases, then is it the parents who are 
irresponsible or society?" 


Mrs. Soman said government agencies 


often abuse children as in the case of 
court orders that set visitation situations 
in divorces or ta the way children are 
moved around in foster care. 


"I feel you cannot get adequate ad- 


vocacy for children Inside government 
and that is why I am calling for some 
agency outside government — some 
agency full of trained persons who can 
look at the child welfare agencies inde- 
pendently and the home scene and say 
the child is or isn't getting what he's en- 
titled to." 


The child advocacy symposium was 


held during the annual conference of the 
American Educational Studies Associ- 
ation — a group involved in policy re- 
search and basic educational issues at 


schools of education. 


Mrs. Saman said the 3111 of Rights she 


advocates as part of a constitutional 
amendment might include the following: . 


• Ary and every child has a right to a 


family who wants him. 


• Any child has a right to the kind of 


physical safety and health care that in- 
sures the best growth and development 


• Any child has a rigiit to learn, to be 


educated about himself, the human race 
and the world in order to find ways for 
self-protection, self-support and ways to 
live with others. 


• Any child has a right to enjoyment, 


a right to play, a right to laugh. 


• Any child has a right to a commu- 


nity that cares for him and his family. 


• Any handicapped child has a right to 


professional help for himself and Us 
family to enable the family to stay and 
grow together. 


• Any child has a right to a govern- 


ment that protects him from neglect, 
cruelty and exploitation of any kind and 
yet recognizes a child's needs for inde- 
pendence as well as dependence. 


• Any child, whatever his condition 


has a right to understanding, tolerance, 
acceptance on the part of all adults. 


• Any child, bom alive, has .the right 


to live.

tcMs last spring show elementary stu- 
dents about a month behind the levels of 
students tested In the same grades the 
previous year and only at an average 
lo\ el when compared nationally. 


Lane, however, warned parents not to 


overreact to the test results, saying 
"there is concern all over the country 
nbout those test scores. We don't have a 
unique claim to bad test scores." 


Dlst. 21 students in all grades except 


filth and sixth scored average or above- 
axerago In all areas. Fifth-ami sixth- 
grade students scored low in math and 
sixth graders scored low In reading com- 
prehension and language skills. 


PARENTS HAVE questioned the aver- 


age score* in the district, saying that the 
community has above-average Income, 
educational background and education 
resources. 


Ho said the school board and adminis-

Attorneys for Miller Builders Inc. and 


tlto Village of Long Grove will appear in 
court again Friday for a hearing on an- 
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ncxatlon of a Miller development to Buf- 
falo Grove. 


Long Grove attorneys charged last Fri- 


day in Lake County Circuit Court that 
petitions seeking annexation of the prop- 
erty to Buffalo Grove were not signed by 
the majority of area property owners 
and that legal descriptions of the land 
are incorrect. 


After hearing the objections, Judge 


Harry R. Strouso ordered a full hearing. 


Miller, a Skokic firm, is seeking to an- 


nex the 149-acre site to tho village and 
plans to build a 415-unit residential devel- 
opment if given village approval. 


THE PROPERTY is west, of the vil- 


lage and not contiguous to Buffalo Grove 
but could be annexed, pending court ap- 
proval, through a 600-foot-wide strip of 
land across the Popp family farm. The 
strip would connect the site with Buffalo 
Grove. 


Miller plans have met stiff opposition, 


however, from residents and officials of 


Long Gr>ve who have raised a number 
of objections to the company's proposals. 


Richard Wexler, an attorney for. the 


Miller firm, said the Popp family also 
has objected to possible annexation 
through through the strip across their 
property. 


Although Miller officials had hoped to 


move their plans along as quickly as pos- 
sible, Wexler said the" matter may be 
tied up in legal proceedings for some 
time because court approval of the an- 
nexation is required before the village 
can consider the plans. 


SEVERAL LONG Grove officials have 


.said the village would take whatever le- 
gal action necessary to block the devel- 
opment. 


"The people there (Long Grove) seem 


to have an abiding interest in this mat- 
ter," Wexler said. 


Although the Popp family objects to 


the annexation, Wexler said the possi- 


bility has been raised the family might 
withdraw its opposition if the entire 250- 
ncre farm, rather than just a piece of it, 
can be annexed to the village. 


If the Popps join Miller in requesting 


annexation to the village, Wexler said, 
the firm could then bring its case 
directly to Buffalo GroVe rather than go- 
ing through court. 


THE MATTER came up last week dur- 


ing a meeting among Wexler, Stephen 
Jurco, Popp family attorney, and Buffalo 
Grove officials to discuss a Metropolitan 
Sanitary District retention basin that is 
to be built on the property. 


"We did meet but reached no con- 


clusion," he said. 


Jurco said Friday however, the Popp 


family does not wish to annex to the vil- 
lage and will continue to object to the 
annexation Idea.

Whipple suspended for year, may lose license 
State board says 4no child abuse' occurred at Dwyer 


by U'ANDALYN RICE 


The State Teacher Certification Board 


found Saturday that child abuse did not 
occur at Dwyer School when it was un- 
der the direction of psychologist John 
Whipple — but ruled that Whipple should 
not be allowed to work as a psychologist 
in Illinois schools. 


Tins apparently contradictory ruling 


was based on the certification board's 
findings that Whipple acted as an admin- 
istrator at the school at the direction of 
John Wlghtman, director of special edu- 
cation for the Northwest Education Coop- 
erative, but did not have the adminis- 
trative certificate required by law for 
school administrators in Illinois. 


The certification board also unani- 


mously voted to ask the state school 
superintendent to Investigate the oper- 
ations of NEC, the •cooperative when 
runs Dwyer, a school for emotionally dis- 
turbed children, and other special educa- 
tier, programs in the Northwest suburbs, 
with particular attention to the coopera- 
tive s personnel policies. 


THE KEY FINDINGS in the decision 


on Whipple, including the recommenda-

Uon that the state school superintendent 
revoke John Whlpple's school psy- 
chologist certificate, came In 5-to-2 votes, 
with the two school administrators on the 
board voting In Whlpple's favor and the 
teacher-union^ members voting against ) 
him. 


Paul Reltberg, Whlpple's attorney, 


said he was "stunned" by the decision, 
and will file an appeal in Circuit Court 
within two weeks. 


Whipple -was charged by County 


Schools Supt. Richard Martwlck and a 
group of foimer teachers at the school 
with allowing child abuse, including ex- 
cessive paddling of children and that he 
hod abused an emotionally disturbed 
child by leading him through the hells on 
a dog leash. In their ruling the certifica- 
tion board found "insufficient evidence" 
to support any of the child-abuse 
charges. 


Martwick and the teachers also had 


charged, however, that Whipple had un- 
fairly evaluated teachers and acted as a 
school administrator without the proper 
certification. The board found that those 
two charges were true. 


All but one of the teachers making the 


charges against Whipple received unfa- 
vorable evaluations from him. In several 
of the coses, Whipple recommended that 
the teachers not continue working in the 
program. 


IN MAKING the decision, the certifica- 


tion board specified that Whipple acted 
as an administrator at Dwyer with "dele- 
gated authority," thus apparently reject- 
ing a charge by Martwlck that he 
"usurped" the administrative job at 


Dwyer. Wightman, Whlpple's boss, had 
told the board he did not even ask about 
Whlpple's certification when ha assigned 
him to head Dwyer. 


The board's action means that 


Whlpple's certificate is now suspended 
for one year and that the state superin- 
tendent will be asked to revoke it. How- 
ever, once Rettberg files an appeal In the 
cose, the action of the board will be de- 
layed until a court cose is completed. 


In closing arguments before the board 


Friday, Rettberg said the board should 
revoke Whlpple's certificate "only if 
John Whipple is the menace.and child 
abuser the county (Martwick) tried to 
picture him as." 


However, Rettberg argued that if the 


board ruled against Whipple because he 
acted without an administrative certifi- 
cate, "You will be putting a hell of a lot 
cf teachers or administrators whose 
roles or job descriptions aren't clear in 
jeopardy of losing their certificates." 


OFFICIALS FROM Martwick's office 


told the board, however, that the board 
should act against Whipple for acting as 
an administrator without the proper cer- 


tificate "if the laws on certification and 
the rules and regulations of the certifica- 
tion board are to have any meaning." 


Edith Freund, chairman of the NEC 


governing board, said she was not too 
surprised by the board's verdict because 
the union teachers on the board "voted 
according to their Ideology." She said, 
"This was a 5-to-2 vote (between union 
members and administrators) on the 
way schools should be run and had noth- 
ing to do with John Whipple." 


Mrs. Freund said the NEC board will 


move slowly In deciding what action to 
take on Whipple, adding, "We'll be ju- 
dicious about the whole thing and try to 
minimize the effects of the verdict as 
much as possible." 


Mrs. Freund pledged cooperation with 


the investigation of NEC requested by 
the certification board. And she said, "I 
think it's important that we were com- 
pletely exonerated on the child-abuse 
charge — the point Mr. Martwick was 
hitting the hardest" 


Officials from Martwick's office had no 


immediate comment on the decision, but 
indicated that Martwick will make a 
statement today on the case.

Gone Ravonscraft, 28, of 1024 Wheeling 


Rd., was found dead about 8:45 a.m. Fri- 
day by real estate coworker Harley Daw- 


dy, 618 Elmhunt Rd., Des Plaines, po- 
lice said. 


Ravenscraft was shot in the left side of 


the face between 7 p.m. Thursday and 
8:45 a.m. Friday, police said. Raven- 
scraft was found at a desk with a pen 
still held In his hand. 


Police said they found no signs of 


forced entry to the building and no signs 


of a struggle in the office. The murder 
weapon has not been found. 


POLICE SAID the desk where Raven- 


scraft was found was located in a trailer 
attached to the main Glenbriar Realty 
office. They added that it was unknown 
how far away from Ravenscraft the kill- 
er was when the shot was fired, but it 
could have been no farther than the 


width of the trailer. 


Although police have several suspects 


in mind, the investigator said he could 
not predict when an arrest might be 
made.

Statistics show 25.3% rise 
Vandalism, thefts lead 
big October crime increase 


Vandalism and thefts led a 25,3 per 


cent Increase In reported crimes during 
(ho month of October In Buffalo Grove. 


Statistics released by the police depart- 


ment also show a slight decrease In bur- 
glaries for tho second straight month, as 
compared with last year's monthly fig- 
ures. 


October's 25.3 per'cent Increase was 


less than September's 30.7 per cent in- 
crease, althoujth there were 34 more 
crimes reported in October. 


Tho 56 thefts reported in October was 


an increase of 24 over the previous Octo- 
ber and tho vandalism was up by 28 
cases to S3. The nine reported burglaries 
and attempted burglaries was a decrease 
of two, compared to last year. 


A TOTAL OF 238 crimes, as compared 


with last year's 190, was reported during 
the month of October. The number of 
calls- handled by police was BOS, an in- 
crease of slightly more than 7 per cent 
over the 731 calls In October 1973. 


Other areas of crime Increase included 


one robbery compared with none, three 
auto thefts compared with two, three 
forgery cases crmpared with one, one 
deceptive practice case compared with 
none, three sex offenses compared with 
two. seven narcotic drug law violations 
compared with four, six violations of II- 
qulr laws compared with' one, 10 dis- 
orderly conduct cases compared with 
eight and one trespassing incident com- 
pared with none. 


Decreases were two weapon violations 


compared with five, 19 offenses against 
families compared with 27, two drunk 
drivers compared with three and 52 other 
juvenile offeiues compared with 57. The 
S3 other Juvenile offenses in September 
1974 had been an increase of 30 and bad 
been one of the bigger crime rises. 
The cases of stolen property remained 


the same at one for each October. 


IN THE NONCR1ME areas, police re- 


sponded to more lost and recovered prop- 
erty calls, medical assists, public service 
calls, extra patrol assignments, assists 
to other law enforcement agencies and 


traffic accidents. 


The 66 reported traffic accidents was 


an Increase of 25 over October 1973 and a 
c o n t i n u a t i o n of an upward trend. 
Through October, there was a total of 402 
traffic accidents, an increase of 50 or 
just over 14 per cent when compared 
with lost year. 


Noncrlmc areas of decreased calls in- 


cluded suspicious persons or vehicles,

October's 238 reported crimes brought 


tho year's total to 2,066. Through Octo- 
ber, a total of 7,209 calls were handled by 
police. In the same period last year, only 


0,144 calls were handled. 


DURING THE first 10 months of 1974, 


tho total of 96 reported burglaries was an 
increase of 11 over the previous year's 
total for tho same period. Similarly, the 
394 thefts was an Increase of 125, the 21 
auto thefts was an Increase of six, the 78 
assaults was en increase of 21, the 393 
vandalism cases was an Increase of 137 
and the 67 weapon violations was an in- 
crease of 25. 


Again, during the same 10-month peri-

Opposition emerges 
to incumbent officials

The early outlook for next spring's city 


election In DM Plalnos indicates that 
most incumbent aldermen could face 
stiff opposition from an emerging group 
which has raised concern about down- 
town redevelopment. 


Only Aid. Robert llindc, 4th, has said 


ho will not seek rclcctlon in the spring. 
Seven other aldermen apparently will 
seek to return to their posts, according to 
a survey of officials and local political 
observers. 


Tho biggest challenge could como for 


aldermen who have supported redevelop- 
ment plans. Members of a citizens' group, 
known as tho Citizens for a Common 
Good apparently arc attempting to devel- 
op a slato of candidates. 


That group is composed primarily of 


residents who llvo in the Second Ward, 
which Includes much of tho area slated 
for redevelopment. 


THAT GROUP Is expected to come up 


with at least one candidate to oppose in- 
cumbent Aid. Kenneth Kche, 2nd. Kcho 
had been expected not to run but lately 
has been saying he will seek reelection. 
Most Ilikcly to oppose Kcho is Robert 
Ncbgcn, a member of the city's human 
relations commission. Ncbgcn says he is 
considering such a move, but has not 
made a definite decision. 


Aid. Spencer Chase, 3rd, who already 


has Inquired about the availability of 
petitions for the election, also could face 
sti/f opposition!

New Maryville School 
construction plans OKd 


Cov. Daniel Walker has approved con- 


struction plans for the now Maryvillu 
School and bids on the project will be let 
within SO days.

the school facility was signed by former 
Gov. Richard B. Ogllvle in 1972. Under 
the law, a school district can request 
funds for a school building when a non- 
public school closes, resulting in an In- 
creased enrollment of C per cent or more 
to tho school district. 


Such a situation occurred In River 


Trails DlsU 26 in 1968 when Catholic 
Charities announced it could no longer 
afford to educate Maryville students, 
who arc wards of the state. 


Construction of the school was delayed 


several times over the last two years be- 
cause school officials were unable to 
agree on a site.

Group urges revieiv of Superblock plan 


Leaders of a citizens''group that voiced 


opposition last summer of Des Plaines 
downtown redevelopment plans now say 
the plan has undergone so many changes 
It should bo sent back to the zoning 
board for review. 


Tho comments came in advance of a 


city council meeting tonight where the 
aldermen will be asked to revise the 
planned unit development ordinance for 
the proposed Superblock building. The 
revisions could face some tough question- 
ing by the council. 


Robert Sullivan, a member of the Citi- 


zens for a Common Good, said the group 
is hoping to see some debate on a propos- 


al to revise the planned unit development 
ordinance and modify the construction 
timetable for the facility. 


Mayor Herbert H. Behrcl unveiled the 


ordinance'Change Nov. 4. The plan calls 
for eliminating requirements that con- 
struction begin and end within a certain 
time after project approval. 


INSTEAD, BEIIREL has proposed that 


the developer, J. R. Gottlieb and Co., be 
required to start construction within 60 
days after obtaining financing and to 
complete the facility within two years af- 
ter that date. 


Sullivan said the CCG believes the 


project will'not get off the ground be- 


cause of the many delays which have oc- 
curred. 


He also noted there arc many unre- 


solved elements of the redevelopment 
project which also has'caused problems. 
He cited the negotiations between the 
city and the park district over the acqui- 
sition of land on Pearson Street to be 
used as a parking lot for the devel- 
opment. 


"We were told last summer that there 


was not time to have any additional 
study of the project because construction 
was going to start hi mid-July. Well, that 
was four months ago and nothing has 
happened; we think the study should be 
made," he said. 


Mikva says he'll work closely with local officials 


U.S. Rcp.-clect Abncr J. Mlkva offered 


the first signs Saturday that he will work 
closely with local mayors and village 
presidents, most of whom are Republi- 
cans, when he goes to Washington In 
January.

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Whipple suspended for year, may lose license 
State board says 6no child abuse' occurred at Dwyer

The State Teacher Certification Board 


found Saturday that child abuse did not 
occur at Dwyer School when it was un- 
der the direction of psychologist John 
Whipple — but ruled that Whipple should 
not be allowed to work as a psychologist 
in Illinois schools. 


The apparently contradictory ruling 


was based on the certification board's 
findings that Whipple acted as an admin- 
iitrator at the school at the direction of 
John Wlghtman, director of special edu- 
cation for the Northwest Education Coop- 
erative, but did not have the adminis- 
trative certificate required by law for 
school administrators in Illinois. 


The certification board also unani- 


mously voted to ask the state school 
superintendent to investigate the oper- 
ations of NEC, the cooperative whch 
runs Dwyer, a school for emotionally dis- 
turbed children, and other special educa- 
tion programs in the Northwest suburbs, 
with particular attention to the coopera- 
tive's personnel policies. 


THE KEY FINDINGS in the decision 


on Whipple, including the recommends-

tion that the state school superintendent 
revoke John Whipple's school psy- 
chologist certificate, came In S-to-2 votes, 
with the two school administrators on the 
board voting In Whipple's favor and the 
teacher-union members voting against 
him. 


Paul Rettberg, Whipple's attorney, 


said he was "stunned" by the decision, 
and will file an appeal in Circuit Court 
within two weeks. 


Whipple was charged by County 


Schools Supt Richard Martwick and a 
group of former teachers at the school 
with allowing child abuse, including ex- 
cessive paddling of children and that he 
had abused an emotionally disturbed 
child by leading him through the halls on 
a dog leash. In their ruling the certifica- 
tion board found "Insufficient evidence" 
to support any of the child-abuse 
charges. 


Martwick and the teachers also had 


charged, however, that Whipple had un- 
fairly evaluated teachers and acted as a 
school administrator without the proper 
certification. The board found that those 
two charges were true. 


All but one of the teachers making the 


charges against Whipple received unfa- 
vorable evaluations from him. In several 
of the cases, Whipple recommended that 
the teachers not continue working in the 
program. 


IN MAKING the decision, the certifica- 


tion board specified that Whipple acted 
as an administrator at Dwyer with "dele- 
gated authority," thus apparently reject- 
ing a charge by Martwick that he 
"usurped" the administrative job at 


Dwyer. Wlghtman, Whipple's boss, had 
told the board he did not even ask about 
Whipple's certification when he assigned 
him to head Dwyer. 


The 
board's action means that 


Whipple's certificate Is now suspended 
for one year and that the state superin- 
tendent will be asked to revoke it. How- 
ever, once Rettberg files an appeal in the 
case, the action of the board will be de- 
layed until a court case is completed. 


In closing arguments before the board 


Friday, Rettberg said the board should 
revoke Whipple's certificate "only if 
John Whipple is the menace and child 
abuser the county (Martwick) tried to 
picture him as." 


However, Rettberg argued that if the 


board ruled against Whipple because he 
acted without an administrative certifi- 
cate, "You will be putting a hell of a lot 
of teachers or administrators whose 
roles or job descriptions aren't clear in 
jeopardy of losing their certificates." 


OFFICIALS FROM Martwick's office 


told the board, however, that the board 
should act against Whipple for acting as 
an administrator without the proper cer- 


tificate "if the laws on certification and 
the rules and regulations of the certifica- 
tion board are to have any meaning." 


Edith Freund, chairman of the NEC 


governing board, said she was not too 
surprised by the board's verdict because 
the union teachers on the board "voted 
according to their ideology." She said, 
"This was a 5-to-2 vote (between union 
members and administrators) on the 
way schools should be run and had noth- 
ing to do with John Whipple." 


Mrs. Freund said the NEC board will 


move slowly in deciding what action to 
take on Whipple, adding, "We'll be Ju- 
dicious about the whole thing and try to 
minimize the effects of the verdict as 
much as pebble." 


Mrs. Freund pledged cooperation with 


the investigation of NEC requested by 
the certification board. And she said, "I 
think it's Important that we were com- 
pletely exonerated on the child-abuse 
charge — the point Mr. Martwick was 
hitting the hardest." 


Officials from Martwick's office had no 


immediate comment on the decision, but 
indicated that Martwick will make a 
statement today on the case.

Whipple suspended for year., may lose license 
State board says 6no child abuse" occurred at Dwyer

Thu State Teacher- Certification Board 


found Saturday that child abuse did not 
occur at Dwycr School when It was un- 
der the direction of psychologist John 
Whipple — but ruled that Whlpple should 
not be allowed to work as-a psychologist 
in Illinois schools. 


Tlw apparently contradictory ruling 


was based on tho certification board's 
findings that Whipple acted as an admin- 
istrator at the school at tho direction of 
John Wightman, director of special edu- 
cate for the Northwest Education Coop- 
erative, but did not have the adminis- 
trative certificate required by law for 
school administrators in Illinois. 


The certification board, alto unani- 


mously voted to ask the'state school 
superintendent to Investigate the oper- 
ations of NEC, the cooperative- when 
runs Dwyer, a school for emotionally dis- 
turbed children, and other special educa- 
tion programs In the Northwest suburbs, 
with particular attention to the coopera- 
tive's personnel policies. 


THE KEY FINDINGS In the decision 


on Whipple, including the recommenda-

tion that the state school superintendent 
revoke John Whipple's school psy- 
chologist certificate, came In 5-to-2 votes, 
with the two school administrators on the 
board voting in Whipple's favor and the 
teacher-union members voting against' 
him. 


Paul Rettberg, .Whipple's -attorney, 


said he was "stunned" by the decision, 
and will file an appeal in Circuit Court 
within two weeks. • 


Whipple was charged 
by County 


Schools Supt. Richard Martwick and a 
group of former teachers at the school 
with allowing child abuse, including ex- 
cessive paddling of children and that he 
had abused an emotionally disturbed 
child by leading him through the halls on 
a dog leash. In their ruling the certifica- 
tion board found "insufficient evidence" 
to support any of the child-abuse 
charges. 


Martwick and the teachers also had 


charged, however, that Whipple had un- 
fairly evaluated -teachers and acted as a 
school administrator without the proper 
certification. The board, found that'those 
two charges were true. 


All but one of the teachers making the 


charges against Whipple received unfa- 
vorable evaluations from him: In'several 
of the cases, Whipple recommended that 
the teachers not continue working-in'the 
program.

IN MAKING the decision, the certifica- 


tion board specified that Whipple acted 
as an administrator at Dwyer with "dele- 
Caled authority,"-thus apparently reject- 
ing a charge by Martwick that he 
"usurped" the administrative Job_ at. 


Dwycr. Wightman, Whipple's boss, had 
told the board he did not even ask about 
Whipple's certification when he assigned 
him to head Dwyer. 


The board's 
action means that 


Whipple's certificate is now suspended 
for one year and that the state superin- 
tendent will be asked to revoke it. How- 
ever, bnce Rettberg files an appeal In the 
case, the action of the board will be de- 
layed until a court case is'completed. 


In closing arguments before the board 


• Friday, Rettberg said the board should 
revoke Whipple's .certificate "only if 
John Whipple is the -menace and child 
abuser the-county (Martwick) tried to 
picture him as." 


However, Rettberg argued that if the 


boaid ruled against Whipple because he 
acted without an administrative certifi- 
cate, "You will be putting a hell of a lot 
cf teachers ' or 'administrators whose 
roles or Job descriptions aren't clear In 
Jeopardy of losing their certificates." 


OFFICIALS FROM Martwick's office 


' told the board, however, that the board 
should act against Whipple for acting as 
an administrator without the proper cer- 


tificate "if the laws on certification and 
the rules and regulations of the certifica- 
tion board are to have any meaning." 


Edith Frcund, chairman of the NEC 


governing board, said she was not too 
surprised by the board's verdict bectmse 
the union teachers ,6n the board "voted 
according to their ideology." She said, 
"This was a 5-to-2 vote (between union 
members and administrators) on the 
way schools should be run and had noth- 
ing to do with John Whipple." 


Mrs. Frcund said the NEC board will 


move slowly In deciding what action to 
take on Whipple, adding, "We'll be ju- 
dicious about the whole thing and try to 
minimize the effects of the verdict as 
much as possible." 


Mrs. Freund pledged cooperation with 


the investigation of NEC requested by 
the certification board. And she said, "I 
think it's important that we were com- 
pletely exonerated on the child-abuse 
charge — the point Mr. Martwick was 
kitting the hardest." 


Officials from Martwick's office had no 


immediate comment on the decision, but 
indicated that Martwick will make a 
statement today on the case.

woro given a 6 per cent salary increase 
Thursday by the board of education. 


Following o closed session during last 


week's board meeting, the board agreed 
to raise tho administrative salary sched- 
ule lo make It comparable to changes In 
tho district's teacher salary schedule. 


Tho administrative salary schedule is 


based on tho teachers' pay schedule cate- 
gory that Includes a department chair- 
man with a master's degree and 10 addi- 
tional hours of graduate credit. Tho min- 
imum salary on the administrative 
schedule was raised from about 115,100 
to $10,100 and the maximum salary was 
raised from $17,500 to $18,500. 


Administrative salaries arc determined 


by the administrative schedule plus a 
merit evaluation. This year tho board de- 
cided to glvo every administrator a 6 per 
cent Increase. 


Tho board granted the Increase to keep 


salaries In line with tho cost of living, 
said Board Prcs. Robert Creek. He said 
the board felt "wo ought to treat our 
management as well as our teachers." 


After several months of salary negotia- 


tions, teachers .and tho board agreed to a 
7.8 per cent raise In teachers' salaries 
tait September. Tho base salary for 
teachers In Dist. 211 now Is $9,630. 


Can't donate interest money 


The attorney for High School Dist. 211 


has said the district has no authority to 
donate Interest money on teachers' sala- 
ries to charities despite a request by tho 
district teachers' association. 


The Dist. 211 association asked tho 


board to donate tho Interest on teachers' 
retroactive salaries to The Crusade of 
Mercy or a student scholarship fund last 
month.

cases."

Kramer says he can put himself

Quiet pride 
outiveighs 
cost of flag 
to patriot

Rudy Novak of Schaumburg has 


that quiet kind of pride in the Stars 
and Stripes. 


The first time he saw a shabby 


American flag flying from the pole at 
Fire Station No. 1 on Schaumburg 
Road, he decided to replace it with a 
new one and has done so for about 
six years. 


During those years, he has quietly 


walked into the station and handed 
over a new flag eight times. Tit No- 
vak, 48, of 536 Auburn Ln. the price 
is small and better than seeing a 
ragged red, white and blue standard. 


"We (Novak and his wife, Rose) 


passed there every morning, and it 
(the flag) looked kind of shabby, so I 
decided they needed a new flag," 
said Novak, who was born in Czech- 
oslovakia but immigrated from 
Austria 18 years ago. 


NOVAK WAS SO modest that his 


wife did not know for three years 
that he was buying new flags. "I was 
using my own little fund," he said. 
The first time he dropped off the 
flag, he left without the firefighters 
even knowing who made the dona- 
tion. The village buys flags for the 
department, but not every time there 
is a rip in the fabric, a firefighter 
said. 


To him, the flag symbolizes free- 


dom and should be respected and ad- 
mired by more people. On every na- 
tional holiday the standard is posted 
on the Novak roof. 


One of Novak's treasured belong- 


ings is a small music box with an 
American flag painted on the front.

because he was scared of not passing 
it, but his American-born wife gave 
him encouragement. "I was proud to 
make it. I was part of the people. 
Before, I was somebody else," he 
said. 


With a heavy accent, Novak said 


he still is learning English by read- 
ing newspapers and from Mrs. No- 
vak. He said he never envisioned he 
would be living so well in a Schaum- 
burg home when he came over by 
boat. 


After his third day in Chicago, the 


Bohemian community found a job for 
him — at the Bohemian National 
Cemetery. He still works on mainte- 
nance there. 


"If you can't live In the United 


States, yoj can't live anyplace," No- 
vak said.

ity It needed, residents of Plum Grove, 
Countryside and Winthrop Village subdi- 


visions objected to the location, saying 
the structure would-"detract from the 
most beautiful area of the city. Roskamp 
earlier had proposed the structure for his 
other section of land on the north side of 
Klrchoff at the same Intersection. Both 
plans were turned down. 


"NURSING HOMES arc never popu- 


lar," Roskamp said Friday. Residents of 
surrounding properties fear traffic con- 
gestion, and react adversely to what they 
consider commercial zoning, said Ros- 
kamp, who believes residential zoning Is 
a more appropriate description. 


He said he does not have a new use

State board says 'no child abuse' occurred at Dwyer

Thu State Teacher Certification Board 


found Saturday that child abuse did not 
occur at Dwycr School when it was un- 
der the direction of psychologist John 
Whippte - but ruled that Whlpplc should 
not be allowed to work as a psychologist 
in Illinois schools. 


The apparently contradictory ruling 


was based on the certification board's 
findings that Whlpplc acted as an admin- 
istrator at the school at the direction of 
John Wlghtman, director of special edu- 
cation for the Northwest Education Coop- 
erative, but did not have the adminis- 
trative certificate required by law for 
school administrators In Illinois. 


The certification board also unani- 


mously voted to ask the state school 
superintendent to investigate the oper- 
ations of NEC, the cooperative 
when 


runs Dwyer. a school for emotionally dis- 
turbed children, and other special educa- 
tion programs In the Northwest suburbs, 
with particular attention to the coopera- 
tive's personnel policies. 


THE KEY FINDINGS in the decision

tion that the state school superintendent 
revoke John Whlpplc's school psy- 
chologist certificate, came in 5-to-2 votes, 
with the two school administrators on the 
board voting In Whlpplc's favor and the.

said he was "stunned" by the-decision, 
and will file an appeal in Circuit Court 
within two weeks.

Whlpple was charged by. County

group of former teachers at the school 
with allowing child abuse, Including ex- 
cessive paddling of children and that he 
had abused an emotionally disturbed 
child by leading him through the halls, on 
.1 dog leash. In their ruling the certifica- 
tion board found "insufficient evidence" 
to support any of the child-abuse 
charges. 


Martwick and the teachers also had 


charged, however, that Whlpple'had un- 
fairly evaluated teachers and ocled as a 
school administrator without the proprir 
certification. The board found that those 
two charges were true. 


All but one of, the teachers making the 


charges against Whlpple received unfa- 
vorable evaluations from him. In several 
of the cases, xWWpple recommended that 
the teachers not continue working in the" 
program. 


IN MAKING the decision, the certifica- 


tion board specified that Whlpple acted 
as an administrator at Dwyer with "dele- 
gated authority," thus apparently reject- 
ing a charge by Martwick that he 
"usurped" the administrative Job at 


Dwyer. Wightman, Whipple's boss, had 
told the board he did not even ask about 
Whipple's certification when he assigned 
him to head Dwycr.

Whipple's certificate is now suspended 
for one year and that the state superin- 
tendent will be asked to revoke It. How- 
ever, once Rettberg files an appeal in the 
case, the action of the board will be de- 
la jed until a court case is completed.

Fnday, Rettberg sold the board should 
revoke Whipple's certificate "only if 
John Whlpple is the menace and child 
abuser the county (Martwick) tried to 
picture him as."

OFFICIALS FROM Martwick's office 


told the board, bjwever, that the board 
should act iigainst Whlpple lor acting as 
an administrator without the proper cer- 


tificate "if the laws on certification and 
the rules and regulations of the certifica- 
tion board are to have any meaning." 


Edith Freund, chairman of the NEC 


governing board, said she was not too 
surprised by the board's verdict because 
the union teachers on the board "voted 
according to their Ideology." She said, 
"This was a 5-to-2 vote (between union 
members and administrators) on the 
way schools should be run and had noth- 
ing to do with John Whlpple." 


Mrs. Freund said the NEC board will

Whipple suspended for year,, may lose license 
State board says 'no child abuse' occurred at Dwyer

Thu State Teacher Certification Board 


found Saturday that child abuse did not 
occur at Dwyer School when It was un- 
der the direction of psychologist John 
Whipple — but ruled that Whipple should 
not bs allowed to work as a psychologist 
In Illinois schools. 


The 'apparently contradictory 
ruling 


was based on the certification board's 
findings that Whipple acted as on admin- 
istrator at the school at the direction of 
John Wlghtman, director of special edu- 
cation for the Northwest Education Coop- • 
cratlvo, but did not have the adminis- 
trative certificate required by law for 
school administrators in Illinois. 


The certification board also unani- 


mously voted to ask the state school 
superintendent to investigate the oper- 
ations of NEC, the cooperative wbch 
runs Dwyer, a school for emotionally dis- 
turbed children, and other special educa- 
tion programs In the Northwest suburbs, 
with particular attention to the coopera- 
tive's personnel policies. 


THE KEY FINDINGS in the decision 


on Whipple. including the recommends-

tion that the state school superintendent 
revoke John Whipple's school psy- 
chologist certificate, came In 5-to-2 votes, 
with the two school administrators on the. 
board voting in Whipple's favor and the 
teacher-union members voting against 
him. 


Paul Rettberg, Whipple's attorney, 


said he was "stunned" by the decision, 
and will file an appeal in Circuit Court 
within two weeks. 


Whipple was charged by County 


Schools Supt. Richard Martwick and a 
group of former-.teachers at .the school 
with allowing child abuse,, Including ex- 
cessive paddling of children and that he 
had, abused an emotionally disturbed 
child by leading him through the. halls on 
a dog leash. In their ruling the certifica- 
tion board found "insufficient evidence" 
to support 'any of the child-abuse 
charges.

Martwick and the teachers also had 


charged, however, that Whipple had un- 
fairly evaluated teachers and.acted.as a 
school administrator without the proper 
certification. The board found that those 
two charges were (rue. 
<•' 


All but one of the teachers making the 


charges against Whipple received unfa- 
vorable evaluations from him. In several 
of the cases, Whipple recommended that 
the teachers not continue working in the . 
program. 


. IN MAKING the decision, the certifica- 
tion board specified that, Whipple acted 
as an administrator at Dwyer with "dele- 
gated authority," thus apparently reject- 
Ing a charge by Martwick that he 
"usurped" the administrative job - at 


Dwyer. Wightman, Whipple's boss, had 
told the board he did not even ask about 
Whipple's certification when he assigned 
him to head Dwyer. 


The 
board's action means that 


Whipple's certificate is now suspended 
for one year and that the state superin- 
tendent will be asked to revoke it. How- 
ever, once Rettberg files an appeal in the 
case, the action-of the board will be de- 
layed until a court case is completed.- 


In closing arguments before the board 


Friday,'Rettberg said the board should 
revoke Whipple's certificate "only if 
John Whipple is the menace and child 
abuser the county (Martwick) tried to 
picture him as." • 


However, Rettberg argued that if the 


board ruled against Whipple because he 
acted without an administrative certifi- 
cate, "You will be putting a hell of a lot 
cf teachers or administrators whose 
roles or job descriptions aren't clear in 
jeopardy of losing their certificates." 


OFFICIALS FROM Martwick's office 


told the board, however, that the board 
should act against Whipple for acting as 
an administrator without the proper cer- 


tificate "if the laws on certification and 
the rules and regulations of the certifica- 
tion board are to have any meaning." 


Edith Freund, chairman of the NEC 


governing board, said she was not.too 
surprised by the board's verdict' because 
the union teachers on the. board i"v6lefl 
according to their ideology.'.'

State board says 6no child abuse' occurred at Dwyer 


by WANDALVN RICE 


Thu State Teacher Certification Board 


found Saturday that child abuse did not 
occur at Dwyer School when It was un- 
der the direction of psychologist John 
Whipple — but ruled that Whipple should 
not be allowed to work as a psychologist 
in Illinois schools. 


The apparently contradictory ruling 


was based on the certification board's 
findings that Whipple acted as an admin-. 
Istrator nt the school at the direction of 
John Wlghtman, director of special edu- 
cation for the Northwest Education Coop- 
erative, but did not have the adminis- 
trative certificate required by law for 
school administrators In Illinois. 


The certification board also unani- 


mously voted to ask the state school 
superintendent to Investigate the oper- 
ations of NEC, the cooperative when 
runs Dwyer, a school for emotionally dis- 
turbed children, and other special educa- 
tion programs In the Northwest suburbs, 
with particular attention to the coopera- 
tive's personnel policies. 


THE KEY FINDINGS In the decision 


on Whlpplo, including the recommcnda-

tlon that the state school superintendent 
revoke John Whlpple's school psy- 
chologist certificate, came in 5-to-2 votes, 
with the two school administrators on the 
board voting in Whipplo's favor and the 
teacher-union members voting against 
him. 


Paul Rcttbcrg, Whlpple's attorney, 


said he was "stunned" by the decision, 
and will file an appeal In Circuit Court 
within two weeks. 


Whipple was charged by County 


Schools Supt. Richard Martwick and a 
group of former teachers at the school 
with allowing child abuse, Including ex- 
cessive paddling of children and that he 
had abused an emotionally disturbed 
child by leading him through the halls on 
a dog leash. In their ruling the certifica- 
tion board found "Insufficient evidence" 
to support. any* of the child-abuse 
charges. 


Martwick and the teachers also had 


charged, however, that Whipple had un- 
fairly evaluated teachers and acted as a ' 
school administrator without the proper 
certification. The board found that those 
two charges were true. 


All but one of the teachers making the 


charges against Whipple received unfa- 
vorable evaluations from him. In several 
. 


of the cases, Whipple recommended that 
the teachers not continue working In the 
program. 


IN MAKING the decision, the certifica- 


tion board specified that Whipple acted 
as an administrator at Dwyer with "dele- 
gated authority," thus apparently reject- 
Ing a charge by Martwick that he 
"usurped" the administrative job at 


Dwyer. Wightman, Whlpple's boss, had 
told the board he did not even ask about 
Whlpple's certification when he assigned 
him to head Dwyer. 


The 
board's action means that 


Whipplc's certificate is now suspended 
for one. year and that the state superin- 
tendent will be asked to revoke it. How- 
ever, once Rettberg files an appeal in the 
case, the action of the board will be de- 
layed until a court case is completed. 


In closing arguments before the board 


Fnday, Rettberg said the board should 
revoke Whipple's certificate "only if 
John Whipple is the menace and child 
ab'iser the county (Martwick) tried to 
picture him as." 


However, Rettberg argued that if the 


board ruled against Whipple because he 
acted without an administrative certifi- 
cate, "You will be putting a hell of a lot 
cf teachers or administrators whose 
roles or job descriptions aren't clear In 
jeopardy of losing their certificates." 


OFFICIALS FROM Martwick's office 


told the board, however, that the board 
should act against Whipple for acting as 
an administrator without the proper cer- 


tificate "if the laws on certification and 
the rules and regulations of the certifica- 
tion board are to have any meaning." 


Edith Freund, chairman of the NEC 


governing board, said she was not too 
surprised by the board's verdict because 
the union teachers on the board "voted 
according to their ideology." She said, 
"This was a 5-to-2 vote (between union 
members and administrators) on the 
way schools should be run and had noth- 
ing to do with John Whipple." 


Mrs. Freund said the NEC board will 


move slowly in deciding what action to 
take on Whipple, adding, "We'll be ju- 
dlcious about the whole thing and try to 
minimize the effects of the verdict as 
much as possible." 


Mrs. Fi-eund pledged cooperation with 


the investigation of NEC requested by 
the certification board. And she said, "I 
tnint it's Important that we were com- 
pletcly exonerated on the child-abuse 
charge — the point Mr. Martwick was 
bitting the hardest." 


Officials from Martwick's office had no 


immediate comment on thu decision, but 
indicated that Martwick will make a 
statement today on the case.

The club Is selling luminarla kits at the 


modest price of six for $1. Each kit In- 
cludes a brown grocery-type bag which 
Is to have a two-Inch cuff folded down, 
three cups of sand, a plumber's candle 
and Intructlons. 


The lumlnnria are to be placed flvc-to 


ten-feet apart in a row along the side- 
walk frontage of homes. They are to be 
lighted at 6 p.m. Christmas Eve. 


Lost year the club Introduced lumi- 


narla to the village but not a great num- 
ber of the Items were used. However, on 
blocks where members resided and en- 
couraged neighbors to participate, the 
rows of candle light did provide a 
beautiful delicate glow. Portions of See 
Gwun and Wo Go Trails, In particular, 
had several blocks of luminarla. 


In Mount Prospect, the luminarla kits 


will bo on sale Saturday, Dec. 14, from 9 
a.m. to noon, at 816 See Gwun. Other 
nearby communities are also promoting 
the luminarla plan.

School district officials must determine 


why students scored lower than last year 
on standardized tests, Bald Jock Lane, 
president of Wheeling-Buffalo

Lane's comments came after the dis- 


closure that scores from Iowa Basics 
tests last spring show elementary stu- 
dents about a month behind the levels of 
students tested in the same grades the 
previous year and only at an average 
level when compared nationally. 


Lane, however, warned parents not to 


overreact to the test results, saying 
"there Is concern all over the country 
about those test scores. We don't have a 
unique dalm to bod teat scores." 


Dlst. 21 students In all grades except 


fifth and sixth scored average or above- 
averago in all areas. Fifth-ond sixth- 
grade students scored low in math and 
sixth graders scored low In.reading com- 
prehension and language skills. 


PARENTS HAVE questioned the aver- 


age scores In the district, saying that the 
community has above-average Income, 
educational background and education 
resources. 


He said the school board and adminis- 


tration must "determine what Is neces- 
sary to correct" shortcoming in skills on 
which students tested poorly. 


"We're not really satisfied with the 


median scores (we received)," said 
Supt. Kenneth Gill. "Wherever they 
show we're below average, we're inter- 
ested in those areas. We're always look- 
inu for ways to improve." 
• GUI said the difference between 1974 
and 1973 scores is "pretty insignificant. 
It's being shown nationwide." 


ONE 'BUFFALO Grove parent, Mary 


Ellen Fcldman, said she was not satis- 
fied with the administration's answers 
about the test scores. "Dr. GUI said he 
recognized a problem and is looking into 
It. I want to know how and when the 
community will get an answer," she 
said.

Richard Wynn, special education direc- 


tor, said IQ scores do not necessarily re- 
flect achievement. "Sometimes people 
with modest IQ scores achieve higher 
than students with higher IQs," he said. 
"Motivation is an important factor." 


He said lower test scores did not ap- 


pear in any particular geographical area 
of the district. 


WYNN SAID the district uses stan- 


dardized test scores to compare the de- 
velopment of basic skills among chil- 
dren, grade levels and schools. 


He said'the scores are given to stu- 


dents, parents, teachers and adminis- 
trators. Istudents can use the scores to 
evaluate their learning progress during 
the year, Wynn said. 


Teachers use the scores to identify stu- 


dent problems, to test the usefulness of 
the instructional material and to identify 
skills that need remediation. From the 
test information, he said, teachers can 
modify the curriculum so weak skills get 
more stress and strong skills' are not un- 
necessarily repeated. 


Administrators use the scores to mea- 


sure the success of the district in teach- 
ing basic skills, he said. 


Wynn said test scores should be viewed 


along with other evaluations. He said the 
standardized tests only cover basic skills 


' and do not test for achievement in sci- 
' ence, sodal studies, art, music'or health. 
• These subjects and others that are con- 


sidered important and must be included 


• in toe curriculum are not evaluated 


through standardized tests. 
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law allows the park district to impose 
this museum and aquarium tax without a 
referendum. Approximately $45,000 will 
be collected from this tax before the end 
of thu fiscal year for the Prairie Farm, 
according to Thomas Thornton, Arlington 
Heights Park District director. 


Various state and federal grants are 


available for the purchase of land and 
the development of projects like the

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BOLI calls for more sidewalk assessments 


Members of the Arlington Heights 


Board of Local Improvements pinpointed 
several areas of the village for special 
assessment sidewalk projects during a 
special tour Saturday. 


But board members were unable to 


agree on the need for sidewalks in cer- 
tain other areas and argued over appli- 
cation of the village's 1966 sidewalk pol- 
icy. 


The disagreement erupted between 


BOLI Pres. David Patterson and two 
board members, Robert Bishop and Rob- 
ert Griffith, when Patterson declared 


that several blocks In ono portion of the 
village without sidewalks should be ex- 
empted from sidewalk assessments. 


Patterson said the blocks can avoid 


sidewalks under Section 5 of the sidewalk 
policy. That section states that "side- 
walks shall be required on any side of a 
street where 50 per cent or more of the 
lineal frontage shall have been Improved 
with existing sidewalks." 


BISHOP AND GRIFFITH disagreed, 


pointing out that a similar street only 
one block away could have one or two 
sidewalks, and be required to completely 


fill in witb sidewalks under the same sec- 
tion. 


"I think we're dealing too much with 


that 50 per cent provision," Griffith said. 
. Village Trustee Alice Harms, who ac- 
companied the board members on the 
tour, commented that this was just the 
sort of problem she wanted BOLI "to 
deal with, to come to grips with." ' 


Most of the projects the BOLI mem- 


bers noted would involve sidewalk in- 
stallation and would be added to the 
forthcoming southeast quadrant and west 
side projects. Some of these areas which 
may be included are: 


Street, and the east side of Haddow be- 
tween Hawthorne Street and Euclid 
Street,' and he east side of Haddow be- 
tween Hawthorne and Marshall Street. 


• The north side of Fremont between 


Pine Avenue and Arlington Heights 
Road, which leads to North School. 


• The back of St. James Church and 


school along Pine presently blacktopped 
for a parking lot. The BOLI members 
said that unless a specific area of the 
parking lot is marked off as walkway, a 
sidewalk could be requested. 


• The area on the west side of Arling- 


ton, Heights Road between Maude Ave- 
and Lillian Avenue.

Village stalls 
its pursuit of 
federal funds 


The Village of Arlington Heights will 


go no farther in pursuit of $2.5 million In 
federal funds until Village Atty. Jack M. 
Slcgcl reports on requirements for using 
the money, especially with regard to low- 
ami moderate-Income housing. 


The policy team that has been pre- 


paring the village's application for tho 
funds lost week stopped short of approv- 
ing a list of community needs, which in- 
clude but does not emphasize low-and 
moderate-income housing, because some 
community development policy com- 
mittee members feel they are not follow- 
ing federal guidelines. 


Sicgci is scheduled to report to the 


committee tomorrow night. 


Low-and moderate-Income housing is a 


primary objective of the U.S. Housing 
and Community Development Act of 
107-1. However, money from the program 
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can be used for other purposes, accord- 
ing to the act, including the prevention 
or elimination of blight, open space con- 
servation and public works projects. 


THE COMMITTEE'S tentative list of 


community needs includes: storm water . 
control, recreation space, open space de- 
velopment, senior citizens housing, a se- 
nior citizens center, social services, cen- 
tral business district revltalizatlon, com- 
merclnl and industrial growth, commu-' 
n l t y beautlfiflcatlon, historical rjre- 
servation, 
low-and " moderate-income 


housing assistance and transportation. 


Highest priority was given to storm 


water control, recreational space and se- 
nior citizens housing. 


Comments in support and against low- 


and modcratc-incomo housing in tho vil- 
lage dominated a public hearing on vil- 
lage needs Nov. 7. 


The policy team was expected to adopt 


Its final list and go on to other parts of 
tho grant application last Thursday. But 
committee members agreed they'wanted 
to hear from Slegcl before going any fur- 
ther.

Other parts of the'application Include "' 


action programs aimed at meeting what- 
ever needs ore determined by the com- 
mittee, and a housing assistance plan for 
low-and moderate-Income persons. Upon 
submitting an application, the village Is 
entitled to $125,000 next year, $295,000 in 
1976 and nearly $500,000 for the next four 
years after that.

BOLFs Bishop to install a sidewalk

After more than 12 years, Robert B. 


Bishop is installing 240-feec of sidewalk 
In front of his home, 1035 S. Chestnut 
Ave. 


Bishop, a member of the Arlington 


Heights Board of Local Improvements, 
said his decision to Install the sidewalk 
was not connected to the current side- 
walk controversy or to The Herald's Oct. 
13 disclosure that he has'avoided paying 
for a wnlk'for 12 years. 


Bishop had been required to place $360 


in escrow in 1962 to help pay for a walk 
in front ,of his house, but the money was 
returmd to him .that year. He was given 
the refund after contending that it would 
have been unfair to tie up his money In 
escrow until a sidewalk project was 
started on his block.'" 


Bishop said Sunday there was "no con- 


nection" between his new sidewalk and 
controversy In the northeast section of 


the vllllage. He said he had been plan- 
ning the work for some time and just 
decided to "put my money where my 
mouth is." 


HE DESCRIBED it as "a sidewalk 


that goes nowhere." He was putting it in 
he said because of his strong belief that 
all sections of the village should have 
them. 


Recent criticism did not prompt the 


construction "at all,',' he said. "I've got 
'pretty thick skin. They (complaining 
•residents'facing the forced sidewalks) 
didn't bother me at all." 


He also said, "It wasn't the power of 


the press,'.' that led to the decision. 


Bishop said his will be the second side- 


walk In his block. He said the block has 
six or seven homes on Jt,,only one of 
which now,has a sidewalk,' and that is 
across the street from the Bishop home. 


When Bishop built his home in 1962, he 


said the area was little more than a 
cornfield with just one other house. He 


reiterated there is no need for the side- 
walk, but he was putting It In as a testa- 
ment to tils belief In the village policy. 


THE SIDEWALK has yet to be poured, 


but he said the forms for the concrete 
were laid out by contractor about three 
weeks ago. He said the work would be 
finished when the contractors get "two 
or three" warm, dry days In a row. He 
said that period was needed for the ce- 
ment to set properly. 


Residents in the northeast section of 


the village have opposed sidewalks in 
their area, contending they are not 
needed and represent an unnecessary ex- 
pense. 


Waller Maczka, 630 N. Haddow Ave., 


said he and his neighbors were not op- 
posed to sidewalks as such, but rather 
the way In which the village has resi- 
dents put them in. 


"If there's a need for the sidewalks, 


then fine, there's no problem. The village 
should have to prove there's a need for 


them just like we have to prove wl.y we 
don't need them. Let them come up with 
the facts just like we do," Maczka said. 


He said he and his neighbors would not 


be quarreling over the sidewalks If the 
village could show a definite need for 
them. He said the village contends side- 
walks are a safety feature, but has not 
backed up this contention with facts and 
figures on pedestrian accidents or near 
accidents caused by persons walking In 
the street 


MACZKA SAID HE was unaware that 


Bishop was installing a sidewalk and the 
news is "somewhat of a surprise to me." 


He said Bishop's sidewalk, which does 


not connect with any other sidewalks, is 
an example of the board's self-justifica- 
tion. 


"They put them (sidewalks) in because 


they feel they have to be productive 
when there is no reason to have them at 
all," Maczka said. 


Whipple suspended for year, may lose license 
State board says 'no child abuse' occurred at 
• Dwyer

Tho State Teacher Certification Board 


found Saturday that child abuse did not 
occur at Dwycr School when It was un- 
der tho direction of psychologist John 
Whipple — but ruled that Whlppie should 
not be allowed to work as a psychologist 
in Illinois schools. 


The apparently contradictory ruling 


was based on the certification board's 
findings that Whipple acted as an admin- 
istrator at the school at the direction of 
John Wlghtman, director of special edu- 
cation for the Northwest Education Coop- 
erative, but did not have the adminis- 
trative certificate required by law for 
school administrators in Illinois. 


The certification board also unani- 


mously voted to ask the state school 
superintendent to Investigate the oper- 
ations of NEC, the cooperative 
when 


runs Dwyer, a school for emotionally dis- 
turbed children, and other special educa- 
tion programs In the Northwest suburbs, 
with particular attention to the coopera- 
tive's personnel policies. 


THE KEY FINDINGS In the decision 


on Whlpple, Including the recommenda-

tion that the state school-superintendent 
revoke John Whlpple's school psy- 
chologist certificate, came in S-to-2 votes/ 
with the two school administrators on the 
board voting in Whipple's favor and the 
teacher-union members voting against 


Paul Rettberg, Whlpple's attorney, 


sold he was "stunned" by the decision, 
and will file.an appeal hi Circuit Court, 
within two weeks.

Whipple was charged by County 


Schools Supt. Richard Martwlck and a 
group of former teachers at the school 
with allowing child abuse, including ex- 
cessive paddling of children and that he 
had abused an emotionally disturbed 
child by leading him through* the halls on 
a dog leash. In their ruling the certifica- 
tion board found "insufficient evidence" 
to support any of the child-abuse 
charges. 


Martwick and the teachers also hod 


charged, however, that Whipple had un- 
fairly evaluated teachers and acted as a 
school administrator without the proper 
certification. .The board found that those 
two charges were true. 


All but one of the teachers making the 


charges against Whipple received unfa- 
vorable evaluations from him. In several 
of the cases, Whipple recommended that 
the teachers not continue working In the 
program. 


IN MAKING the decision, the certifica- 


tion board specified that Whipple acted 
as an administrator at Dwyer with "dele- 
gated authority," thus apparently reject-1- 
ing a charge by Martwick that he 
"usurped" the administrative job at 


Dwyer. Wlghtman, Whlpple's boss, had 
told the board he did not even ask about 
Whipple's certification when he assigned 
him to head Dwyer. 


The board's action means that' 


Whipple's certificate Is now suspended 
for one year and that the state superin- 
tendent will be asked to revoke it. How- 
ever, once Rettberg files an appeal in the 
case, the action of the board will be de- 
layed until a court case is completed. 


In closing arguments before the board 


Friday, Rettberg said the board should 
revoke Whipple's certificate "only If 
John Whipple is the menace and child 
abuser the county (Martwick) tried to 
picture him as." 


However, Rettberg argued that if the 


board ruled against Whipple because he 
acted without an administrative certifi- 
cate, "You will be putting a hell of a lot 
cf teachers or administrators whose 
rales or job descriptions aren't clear In 
jeopardy of losing their certificates." 


OFFICIALS FROM Martwick's office 


told the board, however, that the board 
should act against Whipple for acting as 
an administrator without the proper cer- 


tificate "if the laws on certification and 
the rules and regulations of the certifica- 
tion board are to have any meaning." 


Edith Freund, chairman of the NEC 


governing board, said she was not too 
surprised by the board's verdict because 
the union teachers on the board "voted 
according to their ideology." She said, 
"This was a 5-to-2 vote (between union 
members and administrators) on the 
way schools should be run and had noth- 
ing to do with John Whipple." 


Mrs. Freund said the NEC board will 


move slowly in deciding what action to 
take on Whipple, adding, "We'll be ju- 
dicious about the whole thing and try to 
minimize the effects of the verdict as' 
much as possible." 


Mrs. Freund pledged cooperation with 


the investigation of NEC requested by 
the certification board. And she said, "I 
think it's Important that we were com- 
pletely exonerated on the child-abuse 
charge — the point Mr. Martwick was 
hitting the hardest." 


Officials from Martwick's office had no 


Immediate comment on the decision, but 
Indicated that Martwick will make a 
statement today on the cose. 
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Schools must explain 
lower test scores 


School district officials must determine 


why students scored lower than last year 
on standardized tests, said Jock Lane, 
president of Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dist. 31 Board of Education. 


Lane's comments came after the dis- 


closure that ocoros from Iowa Basics 
tests last spring show elementary stu- 
dents about a month behind the levels of 
students tested In the same grades the 
previous year and only at an average 
level when compared nationally. 


Lane, however, warned parents not to 


overreact to the test results, saying 
"there Is concern all over the country 
about those test scores. We don't have a 
unique claim to bad test scorn." 


Dist. 21 students In all grades except 


fifth and sixth scored average or abovc- 
average In all areas. Flfth-nnd sixth- 
grade students scored low In moth and 
sixth graders scored low In reading com- 
prehension and language skills. 


PATIENTS HAVE questioned tho aver- 


age scores In the district, saying that the 
community has above-average income, 
educational background and education 
resource*. 


He said the school board and adminis- 


tration must "determine what is neces- 
sary to correct" shortcoming In skills on 
which students tested poorly. 


"We're not really satisfied with the 


median scores (we received)," said 
Supt. Kenneth Gill. "Wherever they 
show we're below average, we're inter- 
ested In those areas. We're always look- 
Ing for ways to improve." 


GUI said the difference between 1974 


and 1973 scores is "pretty insignificant. 
It's being shown nationwide." 


ONE BUFFALO Grove parent, Mary 


Ellen Fcldmon, said she was not satis- 
fied with tho administration's answers 
ubout tho test scores. "Or. Gill said he 
recognized a problem and Is looking Into

standardized lest scores were discussed 
by the school caucus during Interviews 
with board candidates.

the screening committee that established 
the caucus' priorities for endorsing can- 
didates. 


Delegates have received forms to in- 


form .the screening committee about 
community concerns on education and 
.the school board. 


The caucus also is planning to hold dis- 


cussions with school board members and 
the administration to understand district 
and board functions.

This year delegates also are rqulred to 


attend at least one board meeting before 
February to view the school board In ac- 
tion.

;ust test scores. He said the district 
should not begin a program to improve a 
skill In reaction to the tests that might 
later prove detrimental. 


The test scores were discussed at a 


board of education meeting Thursday 
night, where it was also noted that stu- 
dent IQ scores are in the 100-110 range, a 
higher-than-average level, while achieve- 
ment test scores are only average. 


Richard Wynn, special education direc- 


tor, said IQ scores do not necessarily re- 
flect achievement. "Sometimes people 
with modest IQ scores achieve higher 
than students with higher IQs," he said. 
"Motivation is an important factor." 


Ho said lower test scores did not ap- 


pear in any particular geographical area 
of the district. 


WYNN SAID the district uses stan- 


dardized test scores to compare the de- 


velopment of basic skills among chil- 
dren, grade levels and schools. 


He said the scores are given to stu- 


dents, parents, teachers and adminis- 
trators. Students can use the scores to 
evaluate their learning progress during 
the year, Wynn said. 
' 


Teachers use the scores to Identify stu- 


dent problems, to test the usefulness of 
the Instructional material and to idontify 
skills that need remediation. From the 
test Information,'he said, teachers can 
modify the curriculum so weak skill] get 
more stress and strong skills are not un- 
necessarily repeated. 


Administrators use the scores to mea- 


sure the success of the district in teach- 
ing basic skills, he said. 


Wynn said test scores should be viewed 


along with other evaluations. He said the 
standardized tests only cover basic skills 
and do not test for achievement in sci- 
ence, social studies, art, music or health. 
These subjects and others that ore con- 
sidered Important and must be included 
in the curriculum are not evaluated 
through standardized tests.

Residents of a Mount Prospect subdivi- 


sion object to plans by the Arlington 
Heights Park District to build a farm in 
their area. 


About 20 members of the Forest View 


Civic Assn. fear the project will bring 
oxcessive traffic into the residential area 
- northeast of the Golf and Arlington 
Heights roads. The farm, a U.S. Bicen- 
tennial project, is to be a replica of one 
that existed in northern Illinois In the 
late 1870s. Plans arc to build a farm 
house and barn and to have livestock and 
crops. 


Victor H. Bcisler, Prairie Farm Com- 


mittee chairman, has told the home- 
owners that the park district will work 
with village planners to prevent traffic, 
flood and construction problems. He said 
plans to develop and purchase additional 
land for the project will continue despite 
the residents' objections. 


Four residents and members of the vil- 


lage historical society, who ha\ e offered 
to help with the project, will begin re- 
searching the funding, development and 
expansion of the project within the next 
three weeks. Bcisler plans'to establish 
subcommittees that will deal with com- 
munity relations, buildings, animals, 
management and operations, and policy 
of the Prairie Farm once construction 
plans are underway, he said. 


RICHARD C. rnANK, architect from 


Johnson, Johnson and Roy of Ann Arbor, 
Mich., will present preliminary plans by 
the end of the year for the 10-acre site on 
the cost side of Belmont Avenue, be- 
tween Golf Road and Haven Street. The 
architect will also design preliminary 
plans for a 15 and a 25-acre site in case 
the park district is able to obtain addi- 
tional acres adjacent to the present proj- 
ect site, Belsler said. 


The park district has begun to in- 


vestigate the possibility of obtaining ad- 
ditional land adjacent to the project site 
so that the farm will ultimately spread 
over 25 to 30 acres. The park district will 
"probably" be able to obtain a 10-acre 
retention basin to the cast of the project 
owned by St. Cecilia Catholic Church, 
2009 W. Scott, Mount Prospect, Bcisler 
said. 


Another five-acre parcel cast of the 


project site and a 20-acre parcel south of 
it arc privately owned and might be ob- 
tainable through negotiation with the 
owners, he said. 


"But we can't purchase property until 


we know we have funds for the project," 
Belsler said.
